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Lefties 
line up 
for Leno

S an Francisco progressives, not 
generally known for supporting 
incumbent politicians, on Mon¬ 
day, December 4 lined up out¬ 
side City Hall as 
speaker after 
speaker pointed 
to the leader¬ 
ship of Supervi¬ 
sor Mark Leno 
as he enters the 
final days before 
a December 12 
runoff election 
against long¬ 
time activist 
Eileen Hansen. 

Most progressives have largely 
backed challengers to incumbent su¬ 
pervisors who are in runoff elections 
this Tuesday in nine of the city’s 11 
districts; the one exception seems to 
be District 8, where Leno is in a 
runoff because he fell just six votes 
shy of winning the seat outright on 
November 7. District 8 includes the 
Castro, Noe Valley, Diamond Heights, 
and Glen Park. 

Leno said that his opponent’s con¬ 
stant message that a vote for Leno is a 
vote for the Willie Brown machine is 
an “oversimplification.” 

“Now, more than ever, let me sug¬ 
gest that compromise is not a four- 
letter word,” Leno said. “There are 
more than two ways to address a de¬ 
bate, and to address a problem. We 
need to come together.” 

Leno pointed to a variety of issues 
he has worked on since being ap¬ 
pointed by the mayor in April 1998 
and winning citywide election in No¬ 
vember 1998. Among the issues are

* he old stereotype that holds that all 
gay men love to shop is just not true, 
any more than that even older ar¬ 
chetype, the female shopaholic.

The commercial strip on Hayes Street’s 
500 block between Laguna and Octavia has 
too much to look at in a day. Slice off a man¬ 
ageable piece for an afternoon foray. And 
just to loosen up, start it all off at Marietta's, 
the lone gay bar in the ’hood down at 488. 

Some say the Valley, which saw an eco¬ 
nomic resurgence a decade ago, has become 
gentrified. But those who know better say it 
is one of the few commercial/residential 
neighborhoods left that has the warmth and 
charm of old San Francisco. 

From the high-end clothing boutiques 
and galleries to the second-hand and col¬ 
lectibles stores, from the ethnic restaurants 
to the trendy cafes and neighborhood wa¬ 
tering holes, it’s just a must. 

Five little shops right next to each other 
on the Laguna Street end of Hayes offer a 
good cross section of what’s to be had in 
Hayes Valley. 

At Nabila’s, a well-stocked natural food 
store at 559 Hayes, you can grab some qual¬ 
ity bean curd, organic veggies, and granola 
for yourself, and pick up some original art 
at the same time. Approximately 110 small 
paintings grace every spare inch of the walls, 
mostly portraitures of a diverse collection of 
anonymous models who recently sat for 
classes at the Academy of Art College. 

“Some of my earliest paintings are there,” 
said 41-year-old artist Mitch Gibson, who ro-

H IV was represented in much of its diversi¬ 
ty on Friday, December 1, as the Nation¬ 
al AIDS Memorial Grove hosted its an¬ 
nual ceremony and reception to honor those 
lost and to celebrate the commitment of 
many who continue to help people in need. 

A packed tent of more than 250 people oc¬ 
cupied the green oasis nestled within Golden 
Gate Park to participate in a commemorative 
tree planting and to hear speeches from a 
range of community leaders who urged the 
crowd to use HIV’s lessons as tools of com¬ 


passion, awareness, and power. 

“This is a day... to renew our efforts,” said 
Assemblywoman Carole Migden (D-San 
Francisco), one of the event’s featured speak¬ 
ers. 

San Francisco’s poet laureate Janice Mirik- 
itani read a poem about a young girl whose 
life was ravaged by AIDS after being sold into 
prostitution by her family. 

Gay spiritual author Christian de la Huer¬ 
ta said one way to beat HIV was for LGBT 
people to recognize and recover their en¬ 
hanced capabilities for spirituality.

ONE DAY ONLY!

T he good news is that San 
Francisco’s Housing Rights 
Committee is opening a 
satellite office in the Castro/Noe 
Valley area. The bad news is that 
there is a need for such a service at 
all, said the organization’s volun¬ 
teer coordinator and housing 
counselor Tommi Avicolli Mecca. 

“Hopefully someday we won’t 
need to do all of this, because our 
housing crisis will have been 
solved,” said Avicolli Mecca. “Until 
then, we’re here to mobilize peo¬ 
ple and let them know they do 
have rights and in some cases can 
fight back and win. The Castro 
has been very hard hit with evic¬ 
tions and displacement, and the 
new office will be one way to ad¬ 
dress this at the grassroots level.” 

The Housing Rights Commit¬ 
tee mostly functions from a main 
office at 247 South Van Ness Av¬ 
enue, but already has satellite of¬ 
fices in the Haight and Richmond 
districts to offer education and 
advice to residents of those areas. 
The Castro/Noe satellite office will 
officially open for business on

January 14. 

The Castro/Noe office - locat¬ 
ed at Metropolitan Community 
Church at 150 Eureka Street - will 
at first be open on Sundays from 
3:15 to 5:15 p.m., but hours will 
be added as necessary. What this 
new project needs right now are 
volunteers willing to counsel peo¬ 
ple about their rights and options 
as San Francisco tenants. 


“We’re hoping to recruit a 
bunch of people,” said Avicolli 
Mecca, who noted that satellite of¬ 
fices traditionally rely on volun¬ 
teers to stay in operation. 

What the Housing Rights 
Committee is looking for in a vol¬ 
unteer is someone “who believes 
that housing is a right, and that 
tenants should be protected,” said 
Avicolli Mecca. “They should have 
a dedication to wanting to help 
people with problems.” 

Many people visit the sites 
daily for free drop-in counseling 
on everything from landlord and 
roommate problems to eviction. It 
is the volunteer’s job to educate 
those people about their options 
and rights. 

It’s not a difficult job, accord¬ 
ing to Avicolli Mecca, but it does 
require a sustained commitment. 

“There’s just a lot of laws to 
learn and things to keep track of,” 
he said. “As a volunteer you’re not 
left on your own until you feel 
comfortable.” 

A two-day volunteer training 
will be held for all those interested 
on January 20 and 21 at the main 
office; for more information call 
(415) 703-8634. ▼ 


Lesbian legislators take office in Sacto

■Pi he gay and lesbian commu- 
7 nity’s open presence in the 
* California Legislature dou¬ 
bled in size Monday, December 4, 
as state Senator Sheila James 
Kuehl and Assemblywomen Car¬ 
ole Migden, Jackie Goldberg, and 
Christine Kehoe were sworn into 
office in Sacramento. 

Kuehl, who represents Santa 
Monica, became the state’s first 
openly gay or lesbian state senator. 


She had been a three-term assem¬ 
blywoman, and was elected as the 
state’s first openly gay or lesbian 
legislator in 1994 with support 
from the Gay and Lesbian Victory 
Fund. Migden returned to the As¬ 
sembly after winning a second 
term representing San Francisco, 
and was joined by Goldberg, who 
represents Los Angeles, and 
Kehoe, who represents San Diego. 

“The inauguration of these ex¬ 
emplary office holders marks a 
milestone for the gay and lesbian 
community in California, and a 


moment of which all Californians 
can be proud,” said Brian Bond, 
executive director of the Victory 
Fund. “Another glass ceiling has 
been shattered. The talents of 
these four dedicated public ser¬ 
vants will benefit all the hard¬ 
working families of the Golden 
State while strengthening the Leg¬ 
islature’s commitment to equal 
rights.” 

The Victory Fund backed 
Kuehl, Goldberg, and Kehoe this 
year, and Migden when she was 
first elected in 1998. ▼

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A year and a half 
later, city gets part 
of prevention money

W hat a difference a declared 
HIV infection surge 
makes. In May 1999, 
Delaware-based DuPont Pharma¬ 
ceuticals and the city of San Fran¬ 
cisco announced amid much fan¬ 
fare a $5 million joint grant to be 
used for HIV prevention. As the 
Bay Area Reporter goes to press this 
week, not one cent of that money 
has been received or put to use. 

The reason for the delay? The 
money is a part of a matching 
grant program, where funds are 
solicited from other corporations 
and the city must match what is 
given. But no other companies 
would sign on to the grant, ac¬ 
cording to sources at DuPont, 


which has committed $1 million. 

However, due to the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health’s position 
that HIV cases are on the rise, 
DuPont has decided to fork over 
the first installment of $200,000 
immediately. The check is expect¬ 
ed this week, according to Mike 
Shriver, HIV/AIDS policy adviser 
to Mayor Willie Brown. 

The initial $200,000 will be 
matched by Brown, and half of 
the money will go to the city’s 
HIV Prevention Planning Coun¬ 
cil, while the other half will be fil¬ 
tered through a prevention pro¬ 
gram chaired by Dr. Tom Coates, 
director of the Center for AIDS 
Prevention Studies at the Univer¬ 
sity of California, San Francisco, 
according to Shriver. 

Officials at DuPont are opti¬ 


mistic that this payment will en¬ 
courage other companies to get on 
board. DuPont spokesman David 
Rosen told the B.A.R. that he did not 
know which companies previously 
refused to take part in the HIV pre¬ 
vention grant, but that he expects 
some of them to revisit the issue. 

“We’re hoping that as other 
people see that there’s movement, 
then they, too, will come forward,” 
said Rosen. 

Shriver agreed that the first in¬ 
stallment would go a long way to 
persuading others to join. 

“I intend to get that money for 
us,” said Shriver. “I really think we 
can do it now. There’s a difference 
between a pledge and actually 
having a check in your hand, and 
this will give me a lot of powerful 
leverage.” ▼ 


Extensive DP bill 
introduced in Assembly

O ne of the most strong-willed 
members of the California 
Legislature is not taking no 
for an answer. Fresh off a year where 
Governor Gray Davis refused to 
sign any domestic partnership bills, 
Assemblywoman Carole Migden 
(D-San Francisco) on Monday, De¬ 
cember 4 introduced extensive leg¬ 
islation guaranteed to make previ¬ 
ous gay-friendly bills seem tame. 

AB25, sponsored by the Califor¬ 
nia Alliance for Pride and Equality 
and authored by Migden, seeks to 
broaden protections for gay and 
lesbian couples under Migden’s ex¬ 
isting domestic partnership law 
that took effect in January. Specifi¬ 
cally, the bill allows for same-sex 
registered partners to make medical 
decisions for each other; inherit 
property if one partner dies and 


there is no will; recover economic 
damages for negligence and wrong¬ 
ful death of a partner; use sick leave 
to care for a domestic partner or a 
partner’s child; leave a job to relo¬ 
cate with a partner without jeopar¬ 
dizing unemployment benefits; 
deduct from state gross income 
amounts expended for medical 
care; and extend health coverage to 
their partner if they work in the 
small business sector. 

Current law simply provides a 
state partner registry, hospital vis¬ 
itation rights, and health insur¬ 
ance to partners of state employ¬ 
ees. It also allows for opposite-sex 
couples to register as domestic 
partners if both of them are over 
the age of 62; AB25 would allow 
same-sex couples to register if 
only one partner was of age. 

During the last legislative session, 
Davis vetoed all domestic partner¬ 
ship bills that made it to his desk, but 


this year, LGBT advocates are more 
hopeful that these incremental 
changes will make it into law. 

“The governor has repeatedly 
indicated that he is willing to work 
with the Legislature on domestic 
partners measures this session,” 
said Jean Harris, executive director 
of CAPE. “While running for gov¬ 
ernor in 1998, he stated that he sup¬ 
ports hospital visitation, joint prop¬ 
erty ownership, inheritance, joint 
income tax filing, and guardianship 
rights for domestic partners.” 

AB25 is co-authored by As¬ 
sembly Speaker Robert Hertzberg 
(D-Sherman Oaks), Senate Presi¬ 
dent pro tern John Burton (D-San 
Francisco), state Senator Sheila 
Kuehl (D-Santa Monica), and 
freshman Assemblywomen Jackie 
Goldberg (D-Los Angeles) and 
Christine Kehoe (D-San Diego). 
The bill will be considered by the 
state Legislature in 2001. V

In the November 23 issue of the Bay Area Reporter, District 8 can¬ 
didate for supervisor Mark Leno was quoted as saying that both he 
and his challenger Eileen Hansen have received so-called soft money.

Gore loses in Florida court

kM ou can’t tell the courthouse 
:f without a scorecard. The 
ll state of Florida’s district, ap¬ 
peals, and supreme courts, and the 
federal district, 11th Circuit, and 
Supreme Court have all played 
roles in the post-election legal 
wrangling over what to count and 
not count among the 6 million 
ballots cast in the Sunshine State. 

Their decisions have given 
hope or pause to one side, then 
the other. But as the struggle en¬ 
ters its second month, no court 
has changed the fact that George 
W. Bush led the race in Florida as 
the long election night drew to a 
close, and he continues to do so. 

The U.S. Supreme Court heard 
oral arguments on December 1 on 
Bush’s challenge of the Florida 
Supreme Court decision to order 
more time for a recount of ballots. 
And in an unprecedented move, it 
lifted the veil slightly to make an au¬ 
diotape of the proceedings available 
to the public soon after they ended. 
The court traditionally has not al¬ 
lowed cameras or audio equipment 
to record those arguments. 

On December 4 it issued a 
unanimous per curium decision 
that vacated the Florida decision 
and asked the state court to reex¬ 
amine and explain on what basis 
it had reached its decision. 

There was some sense that the 
Florida jurists based it upon citi¬ 
zen protections under the Florida 
Constitution. But the power to 
appoint presidential electors does 
not spring from that document, 
rather Article II of the U.S. Con¬ 


stitution grants that power to the 
individual state legislatures. Those 
legislatures can in turn enact laws, 
prior to Election Day, governing 
procedures of that election. 

The Florida court would be on 
solid legal ground with the 
Supreme Court if it could in fact tie 
its decision to law passed by the leg¬ 
islature, so long as the court did not 
believe that the Floridians over¬ 
ruled the will of the legislature. De¬ 
pending upon the explanation the 
court may drop its consideration or 
may reach additional conclusions 
and issue a further decision. 

The Supreme Court decision 
was, in retrospect, not surprising. 
The court tries to issue decisions 
on the narrowest grounds possible 
and is loath to second-guess state 
courts. Furthermore, it is especial¬ 
ly cautious in the politically 
charged atmosphere of these 
squabbles. It recognized the need 
to speak with unanimity and this 
was the minimalist route to do so. 

Gore’s attorneys sued to over¬ 
turn certification of the electors 
for Bush by Secretary of State 
Katherine Harris. They also de¬ 
manded further hand recounts of 
ballots in three South Florida 
counties. Over the weekend Flori¬ 
da Circuit Court Judge N. Sanders 
Sauls heard two days of testimony 
in Tallahassee and issued his deci¬ 
sion on the afternoon of Decem¬ 
ber 4. He denied the Gore petition 
on every count. 

Sauls cited case law that Gore 
had the burden to show “a reason¬ 
able probability that the results of 
the election would have been 
changed.” That had not been 
demonstrated. 


Voter confusion and mistakes 
over ballots was not sufficient 
grounds to challenge the out¬ 
come, absent “any illegality, dis¬ 
honesty, gross negligence, im¬ 
proper influence, coercion or 
fraud in the balloting and count¬ 
ing procedures.” County election 
authorities used reasonable dis¬ 
cretion in deciding whether or not 
to recount ballots by hand. 

“A two-tier system would have 
the effect of treating voters differ¬ 
ently depending upon what coun¬ 
ty they voted in. A voter in a coun¬ 
ty where a manual count was con¬ 
ducted would benefit from having 
a better chance of having his or her 
vote actually counted than a voter 
in a county where a hand count 
was halted,” said Sauls, quoting 
from a November 14 letter written 
by the Florida attorney general. 

Sauls ruled out recounts in in¬ 
dividual counties because Florida 
electors are not chosen by coun¬ 
ties, but on a statewide basis. He 
said that if a recount were ordered, 
it would have to be by the same 
standard across all of the state. 

Gore’s attorneys immediately ap¬ 
pealed the decision and the Florida 
Supreme Court agreed to hear oral 
arguments on December 7. Howev¬ 
er, it is highly unusual for higher 
courts to overrule a trial court on is¬ 
sues of fact, which was the basis for 
much of Sauls’s decision. 

Gore “has one more appeal to 
the Florida Supreme Court, and 
he’ll probably lose it, and then it’s 
over,” Representative Barney 
Frank (D-Massachusetts) told the 
Washington Post. Frank is an at¬ 
torney and sits on the House Judi¬ 
ciary Committee. T

HellBall V gives money 
to Stop AIDS Project

H ellBall 2000, the fifth annu¬ 
al AIDS Halloween 
fundraiser organized by 
the nonprofit New Heritage 
Foundation, raised $22,500 this 
year for the Stop AIDS Project. 

“It will help in the develop¬ 
ment of all our HIV prevention 
programs,” said Brian Byrdsong, 
development director for the Stop 
AIDS Project. “Overall, the event 
was a huge success. Everyone had 
a lot of fun and it was a good 
cause, so it was really two for one.” 

New Heritage works year- 
round solely to produce HellBall 
as a fundraiser for local AIDS or¬ 
ganizations. HellBall is run almost 
entirely by volunteers. 

On one of the rainiest nights of 


the year, an estimated 2,500 peo¬ 
ple paid to attend the main Octo¬ 
ber 28 event, a drop-off of about 5 
percent from last year. 

New Heritage’s board of direc¬ 
tors report that total revenues for 
HellBall 2000 and ancillary events 
totaled $180,332, while total ex¬ 
penses came to $157,832. Corpo¬ 
rate sponsorships increased from 
$12,500 last year to $40,000 this 
year, and the board hopes to have 
future HellBall events entirely un¬ 
derwritten so that the event can 
grow in size and increase contri¬ 
butions to community organiza¬ 
tions.

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The health department’s budget woes 
have had a trickle down effect on the city’s 
HIV/AIDS services; this, at a time when city 
officials are making waves about the so- 
called dramatic increase in HIV cases in the 
city. While the initial comparison of city 
HIV transmission rates to rates in sub-Sa¬ 
haran Africa was retracted by a DPH offi¬ 
cial, it seems that such news would lead city 
leaders to look for more funds for HIV pre¬ 
vention, awareness, and education. These 
are areas that are terribly underfunded at 
the federal level. 

So, it was with great fanfare that Mayor 
Willie Brown, Health Director Dr. Mitch 
Katz, Dr. Tom Coates from the Center for 
AIDS Prevention Studies at the University 
of California, San Francisco, and others held 
a news conference on May 4, 1999 and an¬ 
nounced that DuPont Pharmaceuticals 
would kick in $1 million to what Brown 
called a new, five-year HIV prevention ef¬ 
fort for the city. 

At the time, Nicholas Teti, president of 
Delaware-based DuPont, challenged other 
companies to participate, and he said that 
there was an ultimate goal of raising $5 
million for the new initiative. “DuPont 
Pharmaceuticals is fully committed to HIV 
prevention, awareness, and education,” 
Teti said at the 1999 news conference, 
adding that"... adequate funding is often 
what turns great ideas into successful ini¬ 
tiatives.” 

Imagine our surprise when we learned 
that not one cent of the DuPont money has 
been sent to San Francisco. The reason? 
Well, it seems that the city and DuPont had 
trouble finding other companies willing to 
pony up money for the program, so no 
money was sent to the city since there were 
no matching contributions. 

As Katie Szymanski reports on page 3, 
DuPont officials have told us that a check 
for $200,000 is basically in the mail and 
should be received by the city this week. 
While a far cry from either the $5 million

I t’s 3 a.m. and the sour smell of vomit is 
definitely harshing my buzz. But this is 
not the back room of a porno theater or 
a doorway on Sixth Street. This is San Fran¬ 
cisco’s biggest gay dance club. Already I’ve 
seen one friend dragged out unconscious 
because of a drug overdose and watched two 
people throwing up for the same reason. 
Not in the bathroom. On the dance floor. 

Ambulances pulling up to clubs and cir¬ 
cuit parties has become a routine sight in 
San Francisco. Large venues deal with 12 or 
more medical emergencies in a single night. 
And while circuit boys are passing out on 
the dance floor, others are being led away in 
handcuffs. It takes a lot of denial to ignore 
the fact that we have a problem. 

In response, the San Francisco Police De¬ 
partment has been waging a war on drugs 
in the South of Market area. Clubs have 
been forced to adopt security worthy of a 
police state. Some have been reluctant to call 
ambulances for fear that the police will use 
911 records to revoke their permits. 

None of this comes as a surprise. Critics 
have being pointing out the failings of the 
war on drugs for years. Our jails are filled 
with casual drug users. Ever harsher penal¬ 
ties have driven the distribution of drugs 
into the hands of international syndicates. 
And as drug seizures reduce supply, fake and 
sometimes dangerous substances are made 
to meet demand. (DanceSafe, a nonprofit 
organization that tests ecstasy pills, finds 
that nearly one-third contain something be- 


that was initially announced, or the $1 mil¬ 
lion of that total originally pledged by 
DuPont, we’re happy to see some movement 
on this issue. We can only wonder what sort 
of HIV prevention initiatives could have 
been in the pipeline had the full amount 
from DuPont been sent, and had the 
city and DuPont been successful in 
getting other corporations to 
contribute. Perhaps the city’s , 
prevention outreach could have 
been greatly expanded, especially 
among high-risk groups such as 
queer youth and men who have sex with 
men. 

Earlier this year Dr. Katz 
came out with his 11 -point ac¬ 
tion plan, and the DuPont 
money could have helped in 
getting that initiative off the ground, or at 
least vigorously debated by the community 
and HIV prevention experts. We’ve report¬ 
ed extensively on the plan, as well as the fact 
that it has been met with resistance by some 
members of the HIV Prevention Planning 
Council and some activists in the commu¬ 
nity. At the same time, we don’t see any com- 


sides ecstasy.) 

There is an alternative. Called harm re¬ 
duction, it’s based on a simple principle. If we 
can’t eliminate drug use, then let’s do what we 
can to reduce the harm associated with it. 
Harm reduction means fact-based drug edu¬ 
cation, including information on how to re¬ 
duce risks, not “Reefer Madness” fear tactics 
that breed disbelief and distrust. 

Harm reduction means peer edu¬ 
cation - people from your commu¬ 
nity sharing what they’ve learned 
about drugs and not judgmental 
authorities telling you how to live 
your life. 

Harm reduction involves the 
health and safety of 
everyone who loves to 
dance. This includes free 
earplugs, drinking water, 
and proper ventilation in dance venues, and 
staff prepared to deal with medical emer¬ 
gencies. 

These are not new ideas. Safe sex educa¬ 
tion and needle exchange, which began in the 
GLBT community, are models of harm re¬ 
duction. But when it comes to reducing harm 
from drugs, ravers and organizations like 
DanceSafe have been leading the way, provid¬ 
ing on-site drug education, safety informa¬ 
tion, and pill testing at dance music events. 

Here in San Francisco, a few steps toward 
harm reduction at clubs and parties have 
been taken. Earlier this year, the Board of 
Supervisors adopted measures requiring 
large clubs to provide free drinking water 
and prohibiting the SFPD from using re¬ 
ports of ambulance calls to revoke permits. 


munity meetings taking place to discuss the 
plan. The plan contains some new thoughts 
on men who have sex with men; and if the 
health department wants people to follow 
the suggestions, it should make more of an 
effort to get the word out in conjunction 
with HIV prevention organizations. We 
don’t see much of that happening. 
CAPS, too, should take more re¬ 
sponsibility. At the mayor’s AIDS 
summit a couple of years ago, the ex¬ 
perts promised community meetings 
to discuss the latest in HIV/AIDS re¬ 
search on a whole host of issues, 
ncluding prevention, research, and 
treatment. If those meetings 
are happening, we’re among 
the last to know, which means 
our ability to get the word out 
to the community is hampered. 

In the meantime, we strongly encourage 
the mayor’s office, DPH, and CAPS to work 
more aggressively to get the rest of the 
money DuPont said it would donate to the 
city, including contributions from other 
companies. A year and a half is too long to 
wait. ▼ 


This fall, volunteers from the Sisters of Per¬ 
petual Indulgence, DanceSafe, and 
klubz.com began distributing harm reduc¬ 
tion information and ecstasy test kits to club 
patrons South of Market and in the Castro. 
But much more needs to be done. 

Above all, we need to overcome the cli¬ 
mate of fear and denial about drug use at 
clubs and parties. It’s time to talk about 
what we drop. 

That’s why the Stop AIDS Project, to¬ 
gether with DanceSafe, the Harm 
Reduction Coalition, the Sisters 
of Perpetual Indulgence, 
klubz.com, BarsToClubs.com, 
and Gus Presents, is sponsoring 
Circuit Time, a commu¬ 
nity forum to talk about 
why we love to dance and 
how we can stay safe and 
healthy when we party. It’s a chance to ask 
questions about drugs like ecstasy, GHB, K, 
and speed, and to learn about harm reduc¬ 
tion, in a nonjudgmental setting. 

Come join us tonight (Thursday, De¬ 
cember 7) for the Circuit Time forum from 
8 to 10 p.m. at the Women’s Building (3543 
18th Street at Valencia). 

We need to take care of ourselves and 
each other. As Madonna sings, “Music 
makes the people come together.” Let’s make

Supports Wong in District 3 

In your recent article on the District 3 supervisor¬ 
ial candidates, I was troubled by candidate Aaron Pe- 
skin’s statements. After reading the article, I was left 
with a feeling that Mr. Peskin is hostile to the needs of 
the people he wishes to represent; both the Asian and 
the gay communities. While many gays and lesbians in 
San Francisco have found a significant level of accep¬ 
tance, many gays and lesbians of color still face strong 
negative reaction to their homosexuality from within 
their own communities. For various reasons - in¬ 
cluding a lack of openly gay, ethnically diverse leaders 
- communities of color have not yet reached the level 
of acceptance of homosexuals that Caucasians have. 

The ascension of candidate Lawrence Wong in 
public service has done so much to break down the 
barriers that gays and lesbians in the Asian commu¬ 
nity continue to face. In 1994, Lawrence Wong was 
elected to the San Francisco Community College 
Board and became the first openly gay Asian elected 
official in the nation. As a trustee of the community 
college, Lawrence Wong brought his unique perspec¬ 
tive as a gay Asian to the college board. While serving 
on the board, Mr. Wong authored legislation to man¬ 
date sensitivity workshops on homophobia for all 
City College employees; worked to eliminate cutbacks 
in the Gay and Lesbian Studies Program; lobbied for 
city funding to save the HIV Testing and Education 
Program; and formally established domestic partner 
benefits for all 3,000 employees of City College. 

Notably, throughout his tenure on the college 
board, Lawrence has never once hidden his sexual ori¬ 
entation from the Asian community. He has given 
many interviews on Chinese language radio and tele¬ 
vision programs as an openly gay Asian elected offi¬ 
cial. 

In your article, Mr. Peskin is quoted, “In fact, I 
don’t think the majority of people in Chinatown 
know that Wong is gay. Nor is it germane.” Nor is it 
germane? Mr. Peskin, if you can’t see the significance 
of Lawrence Wong’s contribution to the elimination 
of hostility to gays and lesbians in Chinatown, then 
you have absolutely no business running for office in 
this city. 

That Aaron Peskin has proudly touted Rose 
Chung’s endorsement is another example of Peskin’s 
ignorance of - or worse - lack of sensitivity to the cul¬ 
tural forces at play in the District 3 race. Rose Chung, 
as your article described, is the very candidate behind 
the “whisper campaign” to exploit the lingering hos¬ 
tility gay Asians face in the city.

W ith nine of the city’s 11 
supervisorial districts 
holding runoff elections 
this Tuesday, none of San Francis¬ 
co’s voters have a more obvious 
choice as to who would best serve 
them in City Hall than do those 
voting in District 8, covering the 
Castro, Noe Valley, and Diamond 
Heights areas. There is no ques¬ 
tion that incumbent Supervisor 
Mark Leno is by far the best can¬ 
didate in District 8.

I have lived and voted in this 
district since Harvey Milk repre¬ 
sented the area in the late 1970s 
and I can tell you without pause 
that most of the people in this dis¬ 
trict in particular, and indeed, the 
city in general, agree that Leno is 
one of the most accessible and re¬ 
spected elected public officials we 
have; he is one who always re¬ 
sponds to constituent concerns 
and tirelessly shows up at com¬ 
munity meetings across the city as 
well as those in his district. 

It was no accident that Leno 
received the most votes of any su¬ 
pervisor in the entire city running 
against opposition in the Novem¬ 
ber 7 general election; in his own 
8th District, despite having five 
opponents, most of whom were 
well-financed, Leno received 49.99 
percent of the total vote, falling 
only five votes short of gaining a 
necessary majority plus one and 
avoiding the December 12 runoff. 

Having observed Leno since he 
took public office in 1998 and 
having known him for many years 
prior to that as a dedicated neigh¬ 
borhood and civil rights activist, I 
find it unfortunate that he is now 
being forced to defend himself 
against an increasingly negative 
campaign by his opponent, 
Eileen Hansen, who while failing 
to put forth any positive issues of 
her own, has apparently decided 
that in order to win she must 
somehow portray Leno as being a 
“tool” of the current mayor. Leno 
a “tool” of Mayor Willie Brown? 
Nothing could be further from the 
truth. Leno’s opponent, however, 
feeling this is the only chance she 
has of winning, has apparently de¬ 
cided to make the baseless “tool of 
the mayor” theme the entire base 
of what is otherwise seen as an 
empty political campaign. Leno’s 
opponent asserts that he is anti¬ 
homeless, anti-tenant, and anti¬ 
labor; these charges are absurd 
and most voters will see them as 
little more than an attempt to de¬ 
fame a man who has fought tire¬ 
lessly for the homeless, low-in¬ 
come renters, workers, women, 
and people with HIV/AIDS 


throughout his adult life. 

Hansen’s campaign needlessly 
polarizes our community and un¬ 
justly attacks a man who is con¬ 
sidered by many to be one of the 
hardest working members of the 
board. Leno has earned every one 
of his array of progressive en¬ 
dorsements: the Sierra Club, the 
National Women’s Political Cau¬ 
cus, Health Care Workers SEIU 
Local 250, the Transgender Politi¬ 
cal Caucus, the San Francisco Late 
Night Coalition, the San Francisco 
Bicycle Coalition, the League of 
Conservation Voters, and San 
Francisco Tomorrow. Leno is 
also supported by the 
leaders of Proposition L, 

Sue Hestor and Calvin 
Welch, as well as by for¬ 
mer Planning Commis¬ 
sioner Dennis An- 
tenore. 

Leno also has the 
endorsement of 
the old San 
Francisco Ex¬ 
aminer, San 
Francisco Chronicle , the Indepen¬ 
dent, and all the local gay-lesbian 
publications. These groups and 
individuals don’t support Leno 
because he is a “tool” of the 
mayor; they support him because 
he’s done real progressive work on 
their behalf, such as creating an ID 
program for medical cannabis pa¬ 
tients, establishing the Transgen¬ 
der Civil Rights Implementation 
Task Force, championing car shar¬ 
ing, creating more affordable 
housing, working to save the late 
night dance culture, creating tran¬ 
sitional housing programs for 
homeless gay youth, and banning 
the sale of mercury thermometers 
that pollute our bay, among other 
countless accomplishments. 

With the holiday season fast 
approaching and no other races to 
be decided on the ballot except for 
supervisor, the prospect of a low 
voter turnout this Tuesday, De¬ 
cember 12 will likely become a re¬ 
ality. Leno’s campaign depends on 
getting his supporters to the polls 
this Tuesday. In light of what has 
been happening politically at the 
national level since the November 
7 campaign, this Tuesday’s super¬ 
visorial runoff election might not 
seem too important. It is very im¬ 
portant. District 8 residents in 
particular have a chance to keep 
an exceptional representative on 
the Board of Supervisors. Vote 
Tuesday, December 12, to send 
Mark Leno back to City Hall; he’s 
earned our support. 

Politics and people 

People keep asking me about 
this presidential screw-up, so I’ll 
say again what I’ve said since No¬ 
vember 8, the day it became clear 
that the entire mess would come 
down to Jeb Bush’s state of Flori¬ 
da - that brother Jeb is in control 
of the entire state machinery in 
that embarrassing banana repub¬ 
lic, and no matter how hard the AI 
Gore forces try, no matter how 
loud they cried for a “fair and 
complete vote count,” this thing 
would eventually be stolen (yes, 
stolen) for George W. Bush by 
his brother and there is nothing 
that can be done about it. It’s over, 
finished, kaput. 

The only thing Bush’s inaugur¬ 
al on January 20 assures us is that 
it leaves the Democratic Party 
angry enough to become united as 
never before for the 2002 congres¬ 
sional elections. It is a bit amus¬ 


ing, however, to watch Bush Ju¬ 
nior staring nervously at televi¬ 
sion cameras with his eyes blankly 
fixed in the classic deer-in-the- 
headlights mode (“Hey Daddy, 
Dick, now what do I do?”) and 
wandering around his Texas ranch 
likely trying to figure out what his 
role will be in the new Dick Ch- 
eney-Colin Powell administra¬ 
tion. 

Meanwhile, members of the 
California Legislature were sworn 
into new terms on Monday; the 
new Assembly will have a top- 
heavy 50-29 Democratic advan¬ 
tage while the state Senate 
will be controlled by 
John Burton and his 
fellow Democrats by 
a lopsided 26-14 ad¬ 
vantage. Not since 
Ronald Reagan was 
president has the state 
Legislature had so few 
Republican 
members, and 
to make 
things worse 
for the state GOP, one Republican 
Assemblywoman-elect, Jan Leja, 
elected from the 65th District 
(San Bernardino and Riverside 
counties), cut a deal with the at¬ 
torney general and avoided a pos¬ 
sible jail term by agreeing not to 
take her seat on Monday, pleading 
guilty instead to charges of filing 
false campaign reports; she will 
face heavy fines in addition to for¬ 
going her Assembly seat. Gover¬ 
nor Gray Davis will likely call a 
special election to fill the 65th 
District seat by April 2001. 

Oh, Leah Garchik’s Chronicle 
column informs us that president- 
in-waiting G.W. Bush was a cheer¬ 
leader during his rich-kid days at 
Andover (cheerleader, huh?). Well, 

I never attended boarding school 
but did know a couple of male 
baton-twirlers in my school days. 

Democrat challenger Maria 
Cantwell has defeated the GOP 
incumbent Senator Slade Gorton 
in Washington state assuring that 
there will be a record 13 women 
members of the next U.S. Senate, 
and making Washington only the 
third state, along with California 
and Maine, to be represented by 
two female U.S. senators. Internet 
millionaire Cantwell’s win also 
means that Democrats will be in 
the majority for 17 days in Janu¬ 
ary. The Democratic majority oc¬ 
curs because when the new Senate 
is sworn into office on January 3, 
Joseph Lieberman, the Democ¬ 
ratic vice presidential candidate, 
will still be the senator from Con¬ 
necticut because he won his race 
for re-election in November. A1 
Gore will still be vice president 
until January 20 and will be the 
senate tie-breaker in a 50-50 Sen¬ 
ate. Democratic Senate leader 
Tom Daschle will propose a reso¬ 
lution to put the Democrats in 
charge of the Senate’s committees 
for those 17 days when the party 
will have the majority; Daschle 
has no intention of trying to pass 
any meaningful legislation during 
those 17 days of Democratic com¬ 
mittee control but hopes to “set an 
example of bipartisanship” for the 
Republicans. 

Incidentally, New York’s in¬ 
coming senator, Hillary Rodham 
Clinton, will be the only member 
of that body to have a full-time 
Secret Service detail. 

Governor Davis takes over next 
month as chairman of the Demo-

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many women, overwhelmingly 
single mothers, more deeply into 
poverty. NAFTA was a devastating 
blow to American workers, many 
of whom watched their jobs head 
south to Mexico. In turn, U.S. 
businesses received a green light to 
exploit Mexican workers through 
low wages and the withholding 
of medical benefits. 

To these Clinton 
“achievements,” add the laws 
that have stymied the lesbian 
and gay movement. “Don’t 
Ask, Don’t Tell” has led to a 
startling increase in the 
number of discharges 
of lesbian and gay 
armed service mem¬ 
bers. The odi¬ 
ous Defense 
of Marriage 
Act, signed by 

a cowardly president in the dead 
of night, was a major setback in 
our push for civil rights and one 
whose repercussions we may be 
dealing with for decades to come. 

In addition, I’m still angry with 
Clinton about his amazing lack of 
judgment in what should have 
been his private life. I know Clin¬ 
ton is human, I know we all make 
mistakes in our relationships, and 
I realize that he paid a hefty per¬ 
sonal and political price for the 
error of his ways. But at the same 
time, I simply can’t understand 
why he didn’t look up briefly from 
his desk, say (as CNN’s Jeff Green¬ 
field has phrased it), “Thanks for 
the pizza, Miss Lewinsky,” and 
then return to his work. 

Given all Clinton’s failings, 
why would a lesbian feminist 
think back fondly about the out¬ 
going administration? Number 
one: Clinton appointed the first 
female secretary of state and at¬ 
torney general and in doing so 
broke down historic barriers for 
women in the Cabinet. Number 
two: he named more than 150 
openly lesbian and gay officials to 
his administration, including the 
first gay U.S. ambassador, and ex¬ 
tended protection from discrimi¬ 
nation to lesbian and gay federal 
employees. Number three: he sup¬ 
ported the Employment Non-Dis¬ 
crimination Act and the Hate 
Crimes Protection Act, two im¬ 
portant pieces of legislation for 
our community. 

Most of all, Clinton established 
a new political tone, first as candi¬ 
date and then as president, toward 
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Lesbian Notions 


lesbian and gay people. When he 
spoke about the inclusion of gay 
people from the podium of the 
Democratic National Convention 
in 1992, it was historic. Even A1 
Gore wouldn’t risk saying the “G- 
word” at his convention eight 
years later, a blunder that reduced 
him in the estimation of many les¬ 
bians and gay men. 

A tone of fairness and 
acceptance continued in 
Clinton’s administration, 
which opened with a bang 
when he tackled (as he had 
promised) the ban against 
gays in the military. Al¬ 
though the issue blew up 
in his face, the public dis¬ 
course and 
media focus 
on lesbians 
and gay men, 
which began soon after Clinton 
announced his desire to end the 
ban, has continued in force and 
seems unlikely to end. 

I’m not talking just about les¬ 
bian chic or openly gay characters 
on television. I’m talking about 
the fact that a majority of Ameri¬ 
cans now view discrimination 
against gay people in many facets 
of life, like employment, as unfair. 
I’m talking about the fact that a 
majority of Americans support 
benefits for domestic partners. I’m 
talking about the exponential in¬ 
crease since 1993 in the number of 
local governments that have en¬ 
acted gay rights ordinances. 

Certainly, Clinton doesn’t de¬ 
serve all the credit. Lesbians and 
gay men did the work. But the 
tone of his administration helped 
embolden lesbian and gay activists 
to push harder for civil rights, be¬ 
cause it seemed, for once, that 
someone at the top was listening. 

On my scorecard, political tone 
is a very big deal. Clinton’s page in 
the mainstream history books 
may be muddied by his impeach¬ 
ment, but in the annals of the les¬ 
bian and gay movement, he 
should be remembered as an im¬ 
portant friend and ally. ▼

December 1231 (769 years ago 
this month): At the request of 
Pope Gregory IX, the Dominicans 
establish the first official tri¬ 
bunals in Western Europe to try 
suspected heretics, thus beginning 
the Inquisition. 

S odomy. Homosexuality. 
Buggery. Over the centuries, 
a number of words, both 
technical and crude, have been 
coined to refer to homosexual sex 
and the people who enjoy it. Be¬ 
hind each of them is a story. 

With some of these words, the 
stories are well-known: “Sodomy” 
alludes to the biblical tale about 
the men of Sodom who wanted to 
have sex with two visiting angels, 
and “lesbian” points back to the 
ancient Greek poet Sappho, who 
was born on the island of Lesbos 
and wrote love poetry to other 
women. But one of the more ob¬ 
scure stories belongs to an old- 
fashioned word used both as a 
noun meaning “a male homosex¬ 
ual” and a verb meaning “to per¬ 
form anal sex”: “bugger.” 

Today, the word and its deriva¬ 
tive, “buggery,” are most often 
found in legal codes, even in the 
United States; “bugger” has also 
become a mild British swear 
word. But the word occasionally 
surfaces in other contexts. Not

long ago, when gay journalist Dan 
Savage infiltrated the 2000 presi¬ 
dential campaign of religious con¬ 
servative Gary Bauer and claimed 
he had tried to infect campaign 
workers with the flu, a New York 
Post headline punningly referred 
to him as a “flu-bugger.” 

But in its origins, the word 
“bugger” has nothing to do with 
the flu, or any other “bugs” for 
that matter. Rather, it alludes 
to another contagion, one 
that in the Middle Ages 
was considered a far more 
deadly pestilence: reli¬ 
gious heresy. 

, The story begins in Bui 
garia in the 10th century 
with a religious sect 
known as the “Bo¬ 
gomils” (a Bulgarian 
term meaning “dear 
to God”). Departing from official 
Christian doctrine, the Bogomils 
adhered to a dualist belief in two 
opposing forces in the universe: 
they held that Lucifer was the el¬ 
dest son of God and almost as 
powerful. Rebelling against God, 
he created the material world, 
which therefore was thoroughly 
evil. He also created Adam and 
Eve, but it was God who gave 
them souls. Because the material 
world was evil, it was a sin to per¬ 
petuate it by having children; 



In England, the word “bugerie” 
first appeared in written English 
around 1330, with the meaning 
“heresy,” but 200 years later, writ¬ 
ers were using it almost exclusive¬ 
ly to mean “unnatural sex.” An 
English law book from the early 
16th century states: “It is enacted 
that the vice of buggerie commit¬ 
ted with man kynd or beast be ad¬ 
judged felonie.” 

How did “bougre” shift in 
meaning from “heretic” to 
“sodomite”? There are sev¬ 
eral interlocking explana¬ 
tions. First, since the 
Cathars rejected hetero¬ 
sexual marriage, their at¬ 
tackers, not surprisingly, ac¬ 
cused them of foster¬ 
ing all sorts of illicit 
sexual activity, in¬ 
cluding homosexual¬ 
ity. One 12th century writer de¬ 
scribed how one of their rituals 
culminated in a free-for-all orgy: 
“Each seizes the man or woman 
next to him and they commingle 
as long as each is able to prolong 
the wantonness.” Although it is 
unlikely that such scenes actually 
occurred, the Cathars may have 
been more tolerant than others of 
homosexuality, since it was pro- 
creative sex they most despised. 

Also, as the Christian world felt 
itself more and more threatened

hence, the Bogomils completely 
rejected the idea of marriage and 
procreative sex. 

Although denounced by 
church leaders and persecuted by 
Byzantine emperors, the Bogomils 
continued to win converts, and 
the heresy spread westward. By 
the middle of the 12th century, a 
group had arisen in northern Italy 
and southern France who called 
themselves “Cathars,” from the 
Greek word for “pure.” 

The Cathars shared many of 
the ideas of the Bogomils, includ¬ 
ing their beliefs about Lucifer and 
their rejection of marriage and 
procreation. They also organized 
themselves like the Bogomils, into 
two castes: a small select group of 
both men and women known as 
“the perfect,” who lived chaste 
lives and abstained from meat and 
wine, and a much larger group 
known as “believers,” who were 
held to a less rigorous moral code. 

Scholars are undecided as to 
whether the Cathars were actually 
an offshoot of the Bogomils, but it 
is clear that there was some con¬ 
nection between them. Contem¬ 
porary church leaders, in any case, 
laid the blame for the heresy on 
foreign influences: “Because the 
French were originally led astray 
in Constantinople by Bulgars, 
throughout France these persons 
are called Bulgarian heretics,” a 
Dominican inquisitor wrote in the 
13th century. 

The vernacular French word 
for “Bulgarian” - bougre (from 
bulgare) - soon became a com¬ 
mon word for heretic. It is not 
clear exactly when the meaning of 
the word shifted further, but al¬ 
ready by the end of the 13th cen¬ 
tury French writers were using 
“bougrerie” as a synonym for 
sodomy. 


by both heresy in its midst and 
Islam on its borders, the church 
became militant, launching Cru¬ 
sades against both the Moslems 
and the Cathars (the Albigensian 
Crusade). In the process, the 
church became more fiercely in¬ 
tolerant of homosexuality, and 
both heretics and infidels were 
regularly associated with 
“sodomites.” 

In 1231, Pope Gregory IX es¬ 
tablished the Inquisition to root 
out heresy in Western Europe. The 
condoning of homosexual acts 
was often one of the charges in¬ 
quisitors leveled against their vic¬ 
tims. Centuries later, a confusion 
of homosexuality with heresy 
continues to underlie much of the 
rhetoric of fundamentalist reli¬ 
gious leaders, even if they only 
rarely use the word “buggery.” ▼

Virginia state court 
upholds sodomy law

O n November 21, Virginia’s 
Court of Appeals upheld the 
state’s sodomy law and reaf¬ 
firmed the convictions of 10 men 
accused of violating the statute. 

The Roanoke men were arrest¬ 
ed in 1998 and convicted of “solic¬ 
itation to commit oral sodomy” 
with male undercover police offi¬ 
cers in the city’s Wasena Park; court 
documents revealed that some of 
the men exposed themselves or 
fondled an officer. Undercover of¬ 
ficers were posted after some resi¬ 
dents complained that the park had 
become a pickup spot. 

Eighteen men were originally 
charged in the sting. Twelve plead¬ 
ed guilty and received suspended 
sentences, one was convicted by a 
jury and sentenced to 60 days in 
jail, three were acquitted by a jury 
after arguing that police officers 
had entrapped them by initiating 
contact, and charges were 
dropped in the remaining two 
cases. Ten of the men who were 


not acquitted agreed to challenge 
the law on appeal. 

The defendants argued that the 
Virginia sodomy law violates their 
constitutional right to privacy. 
The three-judge Appeals Court 
panel ruled unanimously that be¬ 
cause the men were cruising for 
sex in a public park, they had no 
legal basis for claiming privacy vi¬ 
olations. The justices also did not 
agree with the plaintiffs’ claims 
that the sodomy law violates the 
separation of church and state, 
nor that the maximum five-year 
sentence is cruel and unusual 
punishment. 

The Appeals Court did not rule 
directly on whether the law vio¬ 
lates the right to privacy for all cit¬ 
izens. According to Judge Jerre 
M.H. Willis Jr., “Whatever may be 
the constitutional privacy rights of 
one who engages in sodomy in 
private, those rights do not attach 
to one who does the same thing in 
public.” The court did not answer 
the plaintiffs’ attorney’s question 
as to whether the same law would 
have been upheld against a mar¬ 


ried opposite-sex couple having 
oral sex in their home, implying 
that such a situation was not rele¬ 
vant to the case at hand. The law is 
currently only used rarely, pri¬ 
marily to discourage gay cruising. 

Virginia’s “crimes against na¬ 
ture” law bans consensual oral sex 
by both same-sex and opposite- 
sex adult partners in any setting - 
public or private. In 1993, the 
state’s sodomy statute became an 
issue in the case of Sharon Bot¬ 
toms, a Richmond woman who 
lost custody of her child when a 
judge said she was an unfit moth¬ 
er because she and her female 
lover engaged in illegal oral sex. 

Virginia is one of 17 states that 
ban oral sex; some states ban such 
activity for everyone, while others 
prohibit it only for partners of the 
same sex. This past February, the 
Virginia House of Delegates passed 
a bill to reduce the commission of 
oral sex from a felony to a misde¬ 
meanor, but the state Senate failed 
to approve the bill and it is expect¬ 
ed to be introduced again in the 
next legislative session. ▼ 


Age of consent now 16 in Britain

Q ueen Elizabeth II gave her 
royal assent last week to leg¬ 
islation lowering the age of 
consent from 18 to 16, decrimi¬ 
nalizing sexual relations between 
many British citizens. 

The age of consent, also known 
as the “age of sexual consent,” sig¬ 
nifies the minimum age of an 
adult’s sexual partner in order for 
the adult to avoid prosecution for 
statutory rape. 

Britain had reduced the age of 


consent for gays and lesbians five 
years ago, from 21 to 18. 

The Queen’s move, routinely ex¬ 
pected after Britain’s Labor govern¬ 
ment invoked the rarely used Parlia¬ 
ment Act to overrule the House of 
Lords, which had blocked the legis¬ 
lation three times, brings the coun¬ 
try in line with age of consent laws in 
most other European Union nations. 

The move was denounced by 
opposition Conservatives and re¬ 
ligious leaders, who have fought 
the proposal for months. 

In a letter published last week in 
the Daily Telegraph newspaper, 


Archbishop George Carey of the 
Church of England, and the 
Roman Catholic Archbishop of 
Westminster, the Reverend Cormac 
Murphy O’Connor, complained 
that “This bill makes buggery legal 
upon boys and girls at 16, an age at 
which they are still children in law. 
We believe the Parliament Act 
should not be used on this bill.” 

In the United States, the age of 
consent varies by state and by sex¬ 
ual orientation, ranging from 14 
for heterosexuals to being flat out 
illegal even for homosexual senior 
citizens. ▼

Generic Name: lopinavir/ritonavir 
(lop-IN-uh-veer/rit-ON-uh-veer) 

Read this leaflet carefully before you start taking KALETRA. Also, read it each time you get your KALETRA 
prescription refilled, in case something has changed. This information does not take the place of talking with 
your doctor when you start this medicine and at check ups. Ask your doctor if you have any questions about 
KALETRA. 

What is KALETRA and how does it work? 

KALETRA is a combination of two medicines. They are lopinavir and ritonavir. KALETRA is a type of 
medicine called an HIV (human immunodeficiency virus) protease (PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. KALETRA is 
always used in combination with other anti-HIV medicines to treat people with human immunodeficiency virus 
(HIV) infection. KALETRA is for adults and for children age 6 months and older. 

HIV infection destroys CD4 (T) cells, which are important to the immune system. After a large number of T 
cells are destroyed, acquired immune deficiency syndrome (AIDS) develops. 

KALETRA blocks HIV protease, a chemical which is needed for HIV to multiply. KALETRA reduces the 
amount of HIV in your blood and increases the number of T cells. Reducing the amount of HIV in the blood 
reduces the chance of death or infections that happen when your immune system is weak (opportunistic 
infections). 

Does KALETRA cure HIV or AIDS? 

KALETRA does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of KALETRA are not known at 
this time. People taking KALETRA may still get opportunistic infections or other conditions that happen 
with HIV infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, and Mycobacterium 
avium complex (MAC) infections. 

Does KALETRA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

KALETRA does not reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. 
Continue to practice safe sex and do not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take KALETRA? 

• You shoulcLstay under a doctor’s care when taking KALETRA. Do not change your treatment or stop 
treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

• You must take KALETRA every day exactly as your doctor prescribed it. The dose 6f KALETRA may be 
different for you than for other patients. Follow the directions from your doctor, exactly as written on the 
label. 

• Dosing in adults (including children 12 years of age and older): The usual dose for adults is 
3 capsules (400/100 mg) or 5.0 mL of the oral solution twice a day (morning and night), in combination with 
other anti-HIV medicines. 

• Dosing in children from 6 months to 12 years of age: Children from 6 months to 12 years of age can also take 
KALETRA. The child’s doctor will decide the right dose based on the child’s weight. 

• Take KALETRA with food to help it work better. 

• Do not change your dose or stop taking KALETRA without first talking with your doctor. 

• When your KALETRA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. This is very 
important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the medicine is stopped for even a short 
time. The virus may develop resistance to KALETRA and become harder to treat. 

• Be sure to set up a schedule arid follow it carefully. 

• Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not give KALETRA to others or take 
medicine prescribed for someone else. 

What should I do if I miss a dose of KALETRA? 

It is important that you do not miss any doses. If you miss a dose of KALETRA, take it as soon as possible and 
then take your next scheduled dose at its regular time. If it is almost time for your next dose, do not take the 
missed dose. Wait and take the next dose at the regular time. Do not double the next dose. 

What happens if I take too much KALETRA? 

If you suspect that you took more than the prescribed dose of this medicine, contact your local poison control 
center or emergency room immediately. 

As with all prescription medicines, KALETRA should be kept out of the reach of young children. KALETRA 
liquid contains a large amount of alcohol. If a toddler or young child accidentally drinks more than the 
recommended dose of KALETRA, it could make him/her sick from too much alcohol. Contact your local 
poison control center or emergency room immediately if this happens. 

Who should not take KALETRA? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether KALETRA is right for you. 

• Do not take KALETRA if you are taking certain medicines. These could cause serious side effects that could 
cause death. Before you take KALETRA, you must tell your doctor about all the medicines you are taking or 
are planning to take. These include other prescription and non-prescription medicines and herbal 
supplements. 

For more information about medicines you should not take with KALETRA, please read the section titled 
“MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH KALETRA.” 

• Do not take KALETRA if you have an allergy to KALETRA or any of its ingredients, including ritonavir or 
lopinavir. 

Can I take KALETRA with other medications?* 

KALETRA may interact with other medicines, including those you take without a prescription. You must tell 
your doctor about all the medicines you are taking or planning to take before you take KALETRA. 

MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH KALETRA. 

• Do not take the following medicines with KALETRA because they can cause serious problems or death if 
taken with KALETRA: 

Dihydroergotamine, ergonovine, ergotamine and methylergonovine such as Cafergot®, Migranal®, 

D.H.E. 45®, Ergotrate Maleate, Methergine, and others 
Halcion® (triazolam) 

Hismanal® (astemizole) 

Orap® (pimozide) 

Propulsid® (cisapride) 

Rhythmol® (propafenone) 

Seldane® (terfenadine) 

Tambocor® (flecainide) 

Versed® (midazolam) 

• Do not take KALETRA with rifampin, also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, Rifater®, or Rifamate®. 
Rifampin may lower the amount of KALETRA in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Do not take KALETRA with St. John’s wort (hypericum perforatum), an herbal product sold as a dietary 
supplement, or products containing St. John’s wort. Talk with your doctor if you are taking or planning to 
take St. John’s wort. Taking St. John’s wort may decrease KALETRA levels and lead to increased viral load 
and possible resistance to KALETRA or cross-resistance to other anti-HIV medicines. 

• Do not take KALETRA with the cholesterol-lowering medicines Mevacor® (lovastatin) or Zocor® 
(simvastatin) because of possible serious reactions. There is also an increased risk of drug interactions 
between KALETRA and Lipitor® (atorvastatin) and Baycol® (cerivastatin); talk to your doctor before you 
take any of these cholesterol-reducing medicines with KALETRA. 

Medicines that require dosage adjustments: 

It is possible that your doctor may need to increase or decrease the dose of other medicines when you are also 
taking KALETRA. Remember to tell your doctor all medicines you are taking or plan to take. 


Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with KALETRA, talk to your doctor about problems these two 
medicines can cause when taken together. You may get increased side effects of VIAGRA, such as low 
blood pressure, vision changes, and penis erection lasting more than 4 hours. If an erection lasts longer 
than 4 hours, get medical help right away to avoid permanent damage to your penis. Your doctor can 
explain these symptoms to you. 

• If you are taking oral contraceptives ("the pill") to prevent pregnancy, you should use an additional or 
different type of contraception since KALETRA may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

• Efavirenz (Sustiva™) or nevirapine (Viramune®) may lower the amount of KALETRA in your blood. Your 
doctor may increase your dose of KALETRA if you are also taking efavirenz or nevirapine. 

• If you are taking Mycobutin® (rifabutin), your doctor will lower the dose of Mycobutin. 

• A change in therapy should be considered if you are taking KALETRA with: 

Phenobarbital 

Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These medicines may lower the amount of KALETRA in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Other Special Considerations: 

KALETRA oral solution contains alcohol. Talk with your doctor if you are taking or planning to take 
metronidazole or disulfiram. Severe nausea and vomiting can occur. 

• If you are taking both didanosine (Videx®) and KALETRA: 

Didanosine (Videx®) should be taken one hour before or two hours after KALETRA. 

What are the possible side effects of KALETRA? 

• This list of side effects is not complete. If you have questions about side effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or 
pharmacist. You should report any new or continuing symptoms to your doctor right away. Your doctor may 
be able to help you manage these side effects. 

• The most commonly reported side effects of moderate severity that are thought to be drug related are: 
abnormal stools (bowel movements), diarrhea, feeling weak/tired, headache, and nausea. Children taking 
KALETRA may sometimes get a skin rash. 

• Blood tests in patients taking KALETRA may show possible liver problems. People with liver disease such 
as Hepatitis B and Hepatitis C who take KALETRA may have worsening liver disease. Liver problems 
including death have occurred in patients taking KALETRA. In studies, it is unclear if KALETRA caused 
these liver problems because some patients had other illnesses or were taking other medicines. 

• Some patients taking KALETRA can develop serious problems with their pancreas (pancreatitis), which may 
cause death. You have a higher chance of having pancreatitis if you have had it before. Tell your doctor if you 
have nausea, vomiting, or abdominal pain. These may be signs of pancreatitis. 

• Some patients have large increases in triglycerides and cholesterol. The long-term chance of getting 
complications such as heart attacks or stroke due to increases in triglycerides and cholesterol caused by 
protease inhibitors is not known at this time. 

• Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) occur in patients taking protease inhibitors such as 
KALETRA. Some patients had diabetes before starting protease inhibitors, others did not. Some patients need 
changes in their diabetes medicine. Others needed new diabetes medicine. 

• Changes in body fat happen in some patients getting anti-HIV medicines. These changes may include 
increased fat in the upper back and neck ("buffalo hump"), breast and abdomen (stomach area). Loss of fat 
from the face, legs, and arms may also happen. The cause and long-term health effects of these conditions are 
not known at this time. 

• Some patients with hemophilia have increased bleeding with protease inhibitors. 

• There have been other side effects in patients taking KALETRA. However, these side effects may have been 
due to other medicines that patients were taking or to the illness itself. Some of these side effects can be 
serious. 

What should I tell my doctor before taking KALETRA? 

• If you are pregnant or planning to become pregnant: The effects of KALETRA on pregnant women or their 
unborn babies are not known. 

• If you are breast-feeding: You should not breast-feed if you have HIV. If you are a woman who has or will 
have a baby, talk with your doctor about the best way to feed your baby. You should be aware that if your 
baby does not already have HIV, there is a chance that HIV can be transmitted through bFeast-feeding. 

• If you have liver problems: If you have liver problems or are infected with Hepatitis B of Hepatitis C, you 
should tell your doctor before taking KALETRA. 

• If you have diabetes: Some people taking protease inhibitors develop new or more serious diabetes or high 
blood sugar. Tell your doctor if you have diabetes or an increase in thirst or frequent urination. 

• If you have hemophilia: Patients taking KALETRA may have increased bleeding. 

How do I store KALETRA? 

• Keep KALETRA and all other medicines out of the reach of children. 

• Refrigerated KALETRA capsules and oral solution remain stable until the expiration date printed on the label. 
If stored at room temperature up to 77°F (25°C), KALETRA capsules and oral solution should be used within 
2 months. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be sure that if you throw any medicine 
away, it is out of the reach of children. 

General advice about prescription medicines: 

Talk to your doctor or other health care provider if you have any questions about this medicine or your 
condition. Medicines are sometimes prescribed for purposes other than those listed in a Patient Information 
Leaflet. If you have any concerns about this medicine, ask your doctor. Your doctor or pharmacist can give you 
information about this medicine that was written for health care professionals. Do not use this medicine for a 
condition for which it was not prescribed. Do not share this medicine with other people.

A gay man giggles with de¬ 
light as he window shops 
along Market Street, a drag 
queen finds just what she’s look¬ 
ing for downtown, and a young 
lesbian is able to shop for her lover 
in a men’s store she accidentally 
discovered while walking home. 

Neighborhood by neighbor¬ 
hood, it is increasingly apparent 
that the best holiday presents this 
year are everywhere. While tradi¬ 
tionally gay areas still hold the key 
to our hearts and are more likely 
to cater to our population, unique 
items and queer-specific gifts can 
be found throughout San Francis¬ 
co. Because LGBT shoppers are 
both savvy and stylish, the follow¬ 
ing list should help those who 
need some good gay gifts but 
don’t want to limit themselves to 
a narrow area. 

Sex, kitsch, and disco 

One should always start in the 
Castro, of course. Nowhere else 
are you as likely to support a gay- 
owned business while acquiring 
the newest trends on the market. 
When you’ve finished stocking up 
at the fetish stores - including the 
new Stormy Leather shop with 
lots of latex goodies, located on 
top of the favorite Worn Out 
West at 582 Castro Street - head 
to Rolo (450 Castro) to comple¬ 
ment your new harness or cock 
ring with a pair of front-entry 
boxer briefs. The underpants sell 
for about $40 but are well worth 
their zippers and front panels that 
combine fashion and practicality. 
Across the street is the locally fa¬ 
mous Cliff’s Variety Store (479 
Castro), where one can find the 
obligatory disco ball, in many 
sizes, at surprisingly low prices 
($18 for a hanging globe). Steer 
yourself left and you’ll happen 
upon Under One Roof, (549 Cas¬ 
tro), a store that not only fulfills all 
your trinket needs but donates 
100 percent of its profits to fight 
HIV/AIDS. And of course, no hol¬ 
iday present would be complete 
without an extra special saluta¬ 
tion, and there’s nothing like the 
obscene cards at Uncle Mame, 
2241 Market Street. For a mere $3 
a pop you can send everyone on 
your list an action figure photo 
greeting; from the well-packed 
Billy doll enjoying some oral stim¬ 
ulation, to a steamy shot of Cat- 
woman mounting Wonder- 
woman. And you thought you’d 
seen it all. 

One of a kind 

Closely bordering the Castro 
and not to be forgotten are the 
city’s Noe Valley and Mission 
districts; perhaps as opposite from 
each other as they are proximate, 
the two neighborhoods offer very 
distinct gifts for the creative mind 
not easily satisfied. 

It still takes just three days to 
acquire your own hand-painted 
pottery at Terra Mia, 4037 24th 
Street, at Noe. Granted, the 
screaming kids and the almost un¬ 
believable way tables are jostled 
while people paint is enough to 
patronize Amazon.com, but if 
you’re serious about making your 
own presents, choose a good time 
(weekdays are best), and the world 
is your palette. Terra Mia offers 
hundreds of vases, cups, plates, 
tiles, picture frames, and figurines, 
all of which act as blank slates to 
be transformed into whatever is 
imagined. Studio time is $10, and 


the price of the pottery ($3-$40). 
For an extra $15, the staff will sup¬ 
ply you with clock making equip¬ 
ment so that even an espresso 
mug can become a trendy time 
piece. Plus there’s plenty of cute 
gay guys and girls there working 
in earnest on their masterpieces. 

For pet owners, there’s still 
time to make your animal hate 
you while raising money for a 
good cause; “Santa Paws” comes 
to the Noe Valley Pet Company 
at 1451 Church Street this Sunday, 
December 10 from 10 a.m. to 1 
p.m. Dress up your dog or cat in 
antlers and get a shot of Fido with 
Santa; the cost will benefit Pets 
Are Wonderful Support so that 
people with AIDS can keep their 
fuzzy companions. 

Down the hill, in perhaps the 
most rapidly gentrifying portion 
of the city, the Mission has still 
managed to maintain much of its 
charm and all of its fighting spir¬ 
it, as witnessed by the survival of 
businesses such as Siegel’s, at 
2236 Mission Street. Ladies, the 
operative phrase here is “custom 
made,” which means no more try¬ 
ing to wear suits that fit your bot¬ 
tom and not your top, or vice 
versa. Guys looking for fancy 
threads will also be pleased by this 
men’s shop, in existence since 
1889. Home of the “zoot suit,” 
Siegel’s really outdoes itself, from 
the pinstripe gangster look for 
$269 to the “swing solid” for $189. 
Top hats and mobster caps are in 
abundance, and even the ever- 
popular bowling shirt can be 
found here for much cheaper than 
in faux-retro stores. 

Cross over to Valencia Street 
and the atmosphere changes; sim¬ 
ple furniture goes for thousands 
of dollars and most meals will 
break the bank. Thankfully there’s 
new kid on the block Multi Kulti, 
tucked neatly into the space at 539 
Valencia, between 16th and 17th. 
Some of the shop’s beautiful im¬ 
ports may resemble much of what 
can be found in Pier 1 or many 
upscale home stores. But this is 
the cheapest place anywhere to 
purchase very classy gifts, from a 
skull and crossbones handmade 
wooden box ($10), to a full-scale 
drawer tower, normally seen for 
$250 but sold at Multi Kulti for 
$50. Don’t go to your usual haunt 
for decor, scarves, or jewelry, go 
here. 

When you get lonely ... 

For those gifts not easily hap¬ 
pened upon, you can always go 
downtown, a mixture of high rise 
and warehouses, the eclectic and 
mass-produced, the pricey and the 


steals. 

Tired of fruitcake? Perhaps you 
haven’t noticed, but the folks at 
Safeway are not exactly queer or 
labor friendly. The Teamster pick¬ 
ets may be gone, but the store did¬ 
n’t hesitate to lay people off when 
its supplier refused to pay delivery 
people by the hour and the Team¬ 
sters went on strike, and it re¬ 
mains one of the first companies 
to shamelessly advertise on die Dr. 
Laura television show. But when 
it’s time to impress your party 
hosts or casual friends with a 
token of appreciation, don’t dis¬ 
miss your local grocery as a 
source, especially if you go to 
Trader Joe’s, quite possibly the 
cheapest outlet around for the dis¬ 
criminating gourmet. Located in 
South of Market in the shopping 
center at 9th and Bryant, Trader 
Joe’s carries everything for the 
season from a liqueur set com¬ 
plete with drinking glasses for $15 
and a large box of imported cook¬ 
ies for $5, to a poinsettia-pine 
bouquet for $14 and sprucey- 
fresh garland for $4. Its progres¬ 
sive atmosphere and unbelievably 
low prices actually make the in¬ 
evitable holiday stock-up pleasur¬ 
able. 

After you’ve hit all the queer- 
geared shops in SOMA - from the 
Bear Store at 367 9th Street to 
the world renowned Mr. S. 
Leather at 310 7th Street to the 
foot fetish purveyors at Stompers 
Boots, 323 10th Street - head 
north toward Market Street, gath¬ 
er your bargain basics like cloth¬ 
ing and cable car tree ornaments, 
then hike up the hills for some 
more unusual finds. 

An absolute must on any shop¬ 
ping trip is a stop at Kayo Books, 
at 814 Post Street, home of “vin¬ 
tage fiction, mystery, comics, and 
sleaze” as the owners like to say. 
For years you’ve been amusing the 
people in your life with postcard 
replicas of pulp fiction titles, so 
why not give them the real thing? 
Only at Kayo will you find an af¬ 
fordable something for all the pot 
heads, soldiers, athletes, trannies, 
and lovers in your life. With titles 
from the 1940s- 1970s like, Homo 
Sweet Homo, Marijuana Girl, and 
Dyke Farm, you may read about 
the “shocking” tale of “abnormal 
love,” journey into the “dark 
abyss” of homosexuality and 
reefer, or laugh out loud at some 
unfathomable locker room and 
military scenarios. A Kayo book 
works as a collectible, a hot read, 
humor, or even a framed wall dec¬

Catering to those globe-trot¬ 
ting wizards of techno and trance 
and regional house whose brand- 
able names alone can make or 
break a late-night dance club 
venue, the small, narrow store of¬ 
fers a selection of imported and 
domestic CDs and records de¬ 
signed to keep clubbers hopping 
all night long. But for most folks, 
much will seem unfamiliar. Even 
Madonna’s Music was out of stock 
last week, for example. 

But if by chance you’re shop¬ 
ping for a clubby music connois¬ 
seur, BPM’s one likely place to 
start. Just take a good listen at one 
of the four headphone stations at 
the small counter.

Taking just one random pick, 
Ecstasy , a double CD set by Naw-t- 
Boy for Strictly Hype Recordings of 
Chicago, seemed a likely enough 
choice. Besides having a rather sus¬ 
picious title, the packaging’s pretty 
cool. Several heavily syncopated se¬ 
lections, both mixed and unmixed, 
give a good sampling of material 
for the discriminating or budding 
DJ. And at $25, it seemed appro¬ 
priately priced, too. 

Moving right along to another 
century entirely, don’t miss the an¬ 
nual holiday emporium at Victori¬ 
an Interiors Restoration Service 
(since 1989) at 575 Hayes Street. 
There’s a wondrous selection of af¬ 
fordable wind-up and hand-craft- 
ed objets d’art, unusual Christmas 
ornaments, and other unique 
tchotchkes filling the shelves. Think 
Gumps for the people. 

Though labeled “Not a Toy. For 
Adult Collectors Only,” the must- 
have, the hand-painted, wind-up 
“Happy Bunny” looked like a fun 
toy. Also just $14.50 and bearing 
an “adults only” warning label, the 
“Duck on Bike” would put a smile 
on the face of any biker-boy (hint, 
hint). 

But a real stand-out fave, espe¬ 
cially if you’re into bears, was the 
unpainted “Hand-Carved Wood¬ 
en Bear Getting Honey.” Made in 
Russia, and just $14.95, it’s not a 
wind-up, so is probably safe to 
play with for bears of all sizes. 

And especially if you live in an 
apartment or home of the Victo¬ 
rian era, you must see the shop’s 
wonderful array of redecorating 
samples, including wallpapers, 
moldings, rosettes, drapery cor¬ 
nices and rods, lace panels and 
draperies, tiles, fabrics, and car¬ 
pets inspired by the old Queen. It’s 
a feast for the eyes, but beware: 
you may be redecorating soon. 

And finally, or just for a little 
respite, there’s Frjtz, a chic cafe at 
579 Hayes with a relaxing back 
patio where you can savor your

purchases over an entree or 
dessert crepe, Belgian fries and 
beer, or one of many imported 
black, herbal, or green teas. Try the 
mouthwatering “Matisse” crepe, 
with smoked salmon, sour creme, 
and chives ($6.25). Stop by on a 
Saturday night, when from 8 p.m. 
to midnight deejay Frjtz and other 
resident spinners offer “a vast 
array of trypnotic music to soothe 
your soul” while you munch 
down the good eats. 

Jumping past the Civic Center 
and on up Polk Street, past the 
edgy street scene of the Gulch’s 
nether regions, a much larger and 
even more varied shop-to-buy ex¬ 
perience awaits. 

Stop by the Jewel of Tibet if 
the object of your affections has a 
proclivity for things of Asian ori¬ 
gins. Jewelry, carpets, antiques, 
and contemporary items crowd 
the shelves of the small store at 
1718A Polk Street. In this genre, 
you get what you pay for, so check 
out the bronze, hand-painted stat¬ 
ue of Nagkanya ($249.99), the Ti¬ 
betan goddess and protectress of 
your treasures in the three realms 
(earth, sea, and sky). Her upper is 
human with the wings of an angel, 
while her lower body is a water 
serpent. In her hands is a conch 
shell, which symbolizes her “will¬ 
ingness to pour out blessings.” 
Gilted in gold, a five-headed ser¬ 
pent rises up behind her, denoting 
the goddess’s spiritual powers. 

Books are often among the 
most highly appreciated gifts, par¬ 
ticularly among those prone to 
read them, and be they gay or oth¬ 
erwise, your cherished one might 
enjoy a little frolicking fun perus¬ 
ing Taming Your Gremlin: A guide 
to Enjoying Yourself by Richard 
Carson (HarperPerennial, 1983). 
Carson, a Dallas-based psy¬ 
chotherapist, has crafted what ap¬ 
pears to be a potentially helpful 
self-help book.

Clinton leads World 
AIDS Day activities

P resident Clinton marked 
World AIDS Day with a flur¬ 
ry of activity in Washington, 
D.C. On the calendar for Decem¬ 
ber 1 was a visit to the Whitman- 
Walker Clinic to speak with people 
living with HIV, an address at 
Howard University, release of an 
international blueprint on fighting 
AIDS by the National Institutes of 
Health, and release of a summation 
of accomplishments by the White 
House. It was essentially old wine 
in new bottles, a repackaging of 
ongoing activities. But it was a use¬ 
ful reminder that AIDS remains a 
huge, deadly problem. 

First up was the Whitman- 
Walker Clinic, which grew out of 
the volunteer Gay Men’s Venereal 
Disease Clinic of the 1970s. Clin¬ 
ton toured the facilities and “had a 
really good chat with our clients,” 
said Executive Director Cornelius 
Baker. “He mainly wanted to listen 
and learn.” 

“Part of the complacency 
today is that some people believe 
we have a cure,” said Baker. “But it 
takes sophisticated health care and 
social services programs to keep 
people strong, healthy, and alive.” 
The president heard how those 
programs helped one 17-year sur¬ 
vivor of HIV twice recover from 
near death, while another said the 
support kept him from falling 
back into addiction. 

The next stop was the chapel at 
Howard University, where the 
president addressed religious lead¬ 
ers gathered for a conference. |

“Today, we have come together, 
people from all over the world, 
from different countries, to ask 
ourselves a simple, stark question: 
whether we are prepared to do 
what is necessary to save millions 
of lives of those who are living 
with HIV and AIDS and all those 
who might yet avoid it,” Clinton 
said. “It will depend upon, in equal 
measure, our will and our wallet.” 

He reminded the audience that 
“AIDS everywhere is still 100 per¬ 
cent preventable.” He challenged 
them, saying, “Overcoming stigma 
and overcoming silence will be im¬ 
possible without the moral leader¬ 
ship that in so many places only 
religious leaders can provide.” 

The NIH released an 85-page 
global AIDS plan. It set out goals 
for research in prevention through 
social interventions, use of con¬ 
doms, and the development of mi- 


crobicides to give women control 
of protection from sexually trans¬ 
mitted diseases. It also includes 
better therapies, vaccine develop¬ 
ment, and training programs. 

A White House report claimed 
that “since 1993, the Clinton-Gore 
administration has more than 
doubled spending on research, 
prevention and treatment to a 
total of $12 billion.” While the 
numbers are accurate, credit for 
them lies more with Congress than 
the White House. The Clinton 
budget often has proposed only a 
cost of living increase for research, 
which Congress has pushed up 
several-fold, lately averaging 15 
percent. Congress has consistently 
appropriated more for services 
than has been requested. 

Meanwhile in Rome, the Vati¬ 
can’s contribution was to reaffirm 
its opposition to use of condoms 
to prevent transmission of the dis¬ 
ease. “According to Catholic doc¬ 
trine,” said Archbishop Javier Bar- 
ragan, president of the Pontifical 
Council for Health Workers, using 
a condom is “not ethically permis¬ 
sible ... because they do not re¬ 
spect the absolute dignity of the 
human person.” Presumably, be¬ 
coming infected with HIV is more 
ethical and respectful of humanity. 

A few days later, in Addis 
Ababa, Ethiopia, the African De¬ 
velopment Forum focused its an¬ 
nual meeting on the economic 
and societal impact of HIV. The 
UN Economic Commission for 
Africa said that HIV “is no longer 
merely a health problem but poses 
a major development crisis in the 
continent.” ▼ 


Long-awaited deal with 
Pfizer in South Africa

S outh African Minister of 
Health Dr. Manto Tshabalala- 
Msimang, chose World AIDS 
Day (December 1) to officially con¬ 
firm the long-awaited deal with U.S. 
pharmaceutical giant, Pfizer. It was 
announced that the U.S. company 
will supply government hospitals 
and clinics in South Africa with Flu¬ 
conazole (Diflucan) free of charge 
for the next two years. 

More than 100,000 patients in 
South Africa, suffering from cryp- 
tococcal meningitis (a sometimes 
fatal fungal brain infection) and 
oesophageal candidiasis, are ex¬ 
pected to benefit from this deal, 
valued at $50 million. 

Up until now, due to the high 
cost of Fluconazole, most South 
Africans could not be treated for 
these HIV-related infections in 
government hospitals. In fact, Flu¬ 
conazole was available only in pri¬ 
vate hospitals and at certain drug 
stores for a price between 80 and 
124 rands - which only a small 
percentage of patients could afford. 

After signing the deal with 
Pfizer, Tshabalala-Msimang told 
reporters that, “The lack of equi¬ 
table access to affordable drugs ex¬ 
poses the pitfalls in the world’s 
trading systems.” 

She stressed that, “This is a sore 
point between the major drug man¬ 
ufacturers, based mainly in the de¬ 


veloped countries, and the dispro¬ 
portionately affected and resource- 
constrained developing countries.” 

Indicating that the agreement 
could serve as a model for possi¬ 
ble future deals, the health minis¬ 
ter said that the South African 
government “support(s) generic 
substitution, compulsory licens¬ 
ing, parallel importing, and the 
strengthening of production ca¬ 
pacity because these strategies are 
critical in achieving the goal of ac¬ 
cess to affordable drugs.” 

This is not the first time that 
the deal with Pfizer was an¬ 
nounced - it was first discussed 
publicly during the 13th Interna¬ 
tional AIDS Conference held in 
July in Durban, South Africa. 

Last week, however, a deal was 
officially signed. Still, some critics 
remain cautious, and pointed out 
that the South African government 
and Pfizer have signed “only a 
memorandum of understanding”. 

Some skeptics, particularly 
members of the Treatment Action 
Campaign, prefer to wait and see. 
They say they will only be con¬ 
vinced of the deal when they see the 
drug being delivered free of charge 
to government hospitals and clinics. 

“We are tired of announce¬ 
ments that amount to nothing,” 
said TAC chairperson Zackie 
Achmat. Achmat is living with 
AIDS, but has decided to refuse 
antiretroviral therapy until it is 
available to everybody through 


the public health sector. 

Achmat recently illegally im¬ 
ported 3,000 biozole capsules, the 
generic equivalent of Fluconazole, 
from Thailand for a fraction of 
the price being charged for Pfizer’s 
drug in South Africa. 

While TAC claims that the deal 
could be “a public relations cere¬ 
mony for World AIDS Day,” the 
South African government and 
Pfizer maintain that the free drugs 
will be available quite soon. 

For Queenie Qiza, one of 
TAC’s most outspoken activists, 
the announcement came too late. 
Just three days before the signing 
of the deal with Pfizer, she died 
from AIDS-related complications. 

On the day she died, Qiza sat in 
bed signing postcards to President 
Thabo Mbeki and Tshabalala-Msi¬ 
mang, “demanding access to health 
care for people with AIDS,” report¬ 
ed a local daily, the Cape Times. 

TAC activists still insist that the 
deal with Pfizer is “too little, too 
late.” They particularly point to the 
timing of the announcement - just 
days after the South African Med¬ 
icines Control Council granted 
conditional registration to a cheap 
generic equivalent of fluconazole. 

In the meantime, High Court 
Judge Edwin Cameron, who is 
openly gay and HIV-positive, do¬ 
nated his $10,000 Mandela prize 
to TAC as a sign of appreciation 
for its attempts to bring down the 
price of anti-HIV/AIDS drugs. T

111 orld AIDS Day 2000 has 
l||f|jj? come and gone. Decem- 
W W ber 1 is the day of the year 
someone picked to mark the epi¬ 
demic by remembering those lost 
to AIDS, and it has passed once 
again without much notice. There 
was a smattering of events held by 
AIDS service organizations here 
and there, but most of the atten¬ 
tion to the day was in other parts 
of the world, where AIDS is grow¬ 
ing at alarming, terrifying rates. 
Sadly, apathy and indifference are 
growing in the West as the disease 
becomes more of a chronic condi¬ 
tion. The pressure valve has been 
released on the desperation and 
doom of the early days. And so, 
World AIDS Day has become as 
passe as AIDS itself, at least in this 
country. It is just another day to 
recognize another forgotten war. 

How did you observe World 
AIDS Day this year? Did you at¬ 
tend a Quilt display, a church ser¬ 
vice, a museum, or a play? Did you 
take time to make a phone call to 
an elected official or AIDS re¬ 
searcher? Did you hear the as¬ 
tounding World AIDS Day statis¬ 
tic that 36 million people world¬ 
wide are now infected with HIV? 
Or did you just stay home and 
watch television, turning the 
channel as a story about World 
AIDS Day came on the air? 

As a person surviving with 
AIDS, everyday is World AIDS 
Day. Even though I am fairly 
healthy after living with HIV for 
over 10 years, I live my life count¬ 
ing pills, injecting hormones, and 
worrying about my own next 
treatment regimen and the new 
changing spot on my face. I grow 
increasingly fatigued and watch as 
my body changes due to the drugs 
I am taking. I admit that I have 
grown somewhat indifferent to 
years of fighting and always being 
angry, but I have chosen to try en¬ 
joying life at a time I thought was 
not going to be mine. Let’s face it, 
the desperation is not here any 
more for me, but the daily re¬ 
minders remain to torment. 


What should strike up any fear 
in the minds of complacent peo¬ 
ple is the current political climate 
in this country that may be remi¬ 
niscent of the Reagan-Bush years. 

The need for the AIDS move¬ 
ment to be awakened may be just 
around the corner. There is a 
frightening prospect that all the 
progress we have made in the epi¬ 
demic may erode if George 
W. Bush becomes presi¬ 
dent, which seems to 
be more of a reality 
as the Florida situa¬ 
tion drags on and on. 

His campaign was very 
careful in not portraying 
him as a right wing nut, 
but if one looks 
at his record on 
AIDS in Texas, it 
is clear we are in 
for another AIDS battle. 

In the presidential campaign, 
Bush was completely milquetoast 
about AIDS. His comments were 
non-committal and vague, (like 
most of his other positions) Be¬ 
fore he began his push for presi¬ 
dent, he never uttered the word 
AIDS in public. And where 
George W. Bush has the least ex¬ 
perience in foreign policy of any 
president I can remember (he’s 
been out of the country three 
times), how is there going to be 
leadership from the U.S. to curb 
the worldwide epidemic? In re¬ 
gards to giving financial aid to 
fight the African AIDS epidemic 
Bush said, “before we spend 
money... we must be careful that 
corrupt governments do not 
squander it.” 

Another scary prospect is that 
Bush wants to name Oklahoma 
Congressman Tom Coburn as sec¬ 
retary of Health and Human Ser¬ 
vices. As Bush did in Texas, 
Coburn backed mandatory HIV 
names reporting; he makes Donna 
Shalala look like a goddess. As 
governor, Bush chose a Christian 
right wing health commissioner 
who opposed condom use be¬ 
cause “it’s not what God intend¬ 
ed.” This is the backward thinking 
we have to look forward to. 

Although Bush states he is 
supportive of extension of the 


Ryan White CARE Act, as rates of 
AIDS in Texas rose through the 
year 1999, his AIDS budget in 
Texas never increased. 

No other political party could 
be so aligned with the pharma¬ 
ceutical industry as the Republi¬ 
cans. While Bush’s campaign 
fought ever so humbly for senior 
prescription drug coverage, it be¬ 
came clear that Bush will never 
support price controls for 
drugs and overhaul of 
managed care. In the age 
of rising prices for new 
AIDS drugs, and the 
implosion of health 
care, this cannot be a 
positive situation for the 
health and well 
being of people 
with HIV. 

Dick Cheney, 
Bush’s running mate, has a well- 
known AIDS-phobic record. He 
voted against the AIDS Federal 
Policy Act in 1988 that was the first 
important bill to fund HIV testing 
and counseling. He voted with 
only 37 other House members that 
same year to cut AIDS research 
funding. He was known to add 
anti-gay language to other anti-gay 
bills. This is one Neanderthal, as 
Ann Richards said, that we don’t 
need in this era of progress against 
AIDS. 

Perhaps the greatest threat 
with a Bush presidency, given his 
ties to the right wing, is his possi¬ 
ble Supreme Court nominations. 
We all know the implications of 
these life-sustaining appoint¬ 
ments and how their damage can¬ 
not be undone. 

So one could assume we could 
rest on our laurels when it comes 
to AIDS, right? Haven’t we been to 
enough demonstrations? Thrown 
enough of our lovers’ ashes over 
the White House lawn? Lobbied 
till we were blue in the face for 
more AIDS funding? Targeted one 
more drug company? Isn’t it time 
to give it a break? 

No. Stop for a second and look 
what is coming to a theater near 
you ... George W. Bush and his 
cast of cronies, and maybe next 
year you’ll do something on World 
AIDS Day ... and every day. ▼

Apartheid doctor sues 
S. African newspapers

S outh African psychiatrist Dr. 
Aubrey Levine, who worked 
in military hospitals during 
the apartheid era, has sued news¬ 
papers in that country claiming 
that stories published in two 
South African newspapers, the 
Mail & Guardian and Q, about his 
alleged role in sex-change opera¬ 
tions on gay and lesbian con¬ 
scripts in the 1970s and 1980s 
were “false, unbalanced, and quite 
horrific.” 

However, the editor of Q, Mar¬ 
tin Nel, immediately responded 
that all stories published in his 
paper are well-researched and ver¬ 
ified by the Mail & Guardian jour¬ 
nalists who have an impeccable 
record. 

Furthermore, Nel noted that, 


“Many people and even govern¬ 
ments accused of gross human 
rights violations, sue their ac¬ 
cusers in an attempt to silence 
them. These attempts usually fail 
because the truth is the ultimate 
defense to any such claim.” 

Levine’s attorneys are suing Q 
and the Mail & Guardian for 
defamation. Levine’s lawsuit was 
instituted in the Canadian 
province of Alberta which 
prompted Nel to comment, “I can 
understand why Levine would not 
want to return to South Africa, es¬ 
pecially since he had not applied 
for amnesty here when he had the 
opportunity.” 

After Nelson Mandela became 
the first black South African de¬ 
mocratically-elected president in 
May 1994, the black majority gov¬ 
ernment established a Truth and 
Reconciliation Commission to 


deal with crimes committed dur¬ 
ing the apartheid era. 

This commission was entitled 
to grant amnesty to all those who 
fully admitted to their crimes, 
provided the crimes in question 
were politically motivated. Levine 
did not apply for amnesty, nor was 
he granted amnesty, so he is still 
liable for prosecution for his 
apartheid-era activities. 

According to a study jointly 
commissioned in 1997 by the 
South African Medical Research 
Council, the Health and Human 
Rights Project and the National 
Coalition for Gay and Lesbian 
Equality (NCGLE), Levine, as well 
as dozens of other doctors and 
army chaplains, were in charge of 
screening new recruits. Those sus¬ 
pected of being gay or lesbian were 
quietly separated from their col-

The following is a brief summary only; see full prescribing information for complete product information. 

WARNING: ZIDOVUDINE, ONE OF THE TWO ACTIVE INGREDIENTS IN COMBIVIR, HAS BEEN ASSOCIATED 
WITH HEMATOLOGIC TOXICITY INCLUDING NEUTROPENIA AND SEVERE ANEMIA, PARTICULARLY IN PATIENTS 
WITH ADVANCED HIV DISEASE (SEE WARNINGS). PROLONGED USE OF ZIDOVUDINE HAS BEEN ASSOCIATED WITH 
SYMPTOMATIC MYOPATHY. 

LACTIC ACIDOSIS AND SEVERE HEPATOMEGALY WITH STEATOSIS, INCLUDING FATAL CASES, HAVE BEEN 
REPORTED WITH THE USE OF NUCLEOSIDE ANALOGUES ALONE OR IN COMBINATION, INCLUDING LAMIVUDINE,

INDICATIONS AND USAGE: COMBIVIR in combination with other antiretroviral agents is indicated for the treatment 
of HIV infection. 

Description of Clinical Studies: COMBIVIR: There have been no clinical trials conducted with COMBIVIR. See CLINICAL 
PHARMACOLOGY for information about bioequivalence. One COMBIVIR Tablet given twice a day is an alternative regimen 
to EPIVIR Tablets 150 mg twice a day plus RETROVIR 600 mg per day in divided doses. 

Lamivudine Plus Zidovudine: The NUCB3007 (CAESAR) study was conducted using EPIVIR 150-mg Tablets (150 mg 
b.i.d.) and RETROVIR 100-mg Capsules (2 x 100 mg t.i.d.). CAESAR was a multicenter, double-blind, placebo-controlled 
study comparing continued current therapy [zidovudine alone (62% of patients) or zidovudine with didanosine or zalcitabine 
(38% of patients)] to the addition of EPIVIR or EPIVIR plus an investigational non-nucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitor, 
randomized 1:2:1. A total of 1816 HIV-infected adults with 25 to 250 (median 122) CD4 cells/mm 3 at baseline were enrolled: 
median age was 36 years, 87% were male, 84% were nucleoside-experienced, and 16% were therapy-naive. The median 
duration on study was 12 months. Results are summarized in Table 1.

CONTRAINDICATIONS: COMBIVIR Tablets are contraindicated in patients with previously demonstrated clinically significant 
hypersensitivity to any of the components of the product. 

WARNINGS: COMBIVIR is a fixed-dose combination of lamivudine and zidovudine. Ordinarily, COMBIVIR should not be 
administered concomitantly with either lamivudine or zidovudine. 

The complete prescribing information for all agents being considered for use with COMBIVIR should be consulted before 
combination therapy with COMBIVIR is initiated. 

Bone Marrow Suppression: COMBIVIR should be used with caution in patients who have bone marrow compromise 
evidenced by granulocyte count <1000 cells/mm 3 or hemoglobin <9.5 g/dL (see ADVERSE REACTIONS). 

Frequent blood counts are strongly recommended in patients with advanced HIV disease who are treated with COMBIVIR. 
For HIV-infected individuals and patients with asymptomatic or early HIV disease, periodic blood counts are recommended. 
Lactic Acidosis/Severe Hepatomegaly with Steatosis: Lactic acidosis and severe hepatomegaly with steatosis, including 
fatal cases, have been reported with the use of nucleoside analogues alone or in combination, including lamivudine, 
zidovudine, and other antiretrovirals. A majority of these cases have been in women. Obesity and prolonged nucleoside 
exposure may be risk factors. Particular caution should be exercised when administering COMBIVIR to any patient with 
known risk factors for liver disease; however, cases have also been reported in patients with no known risk factors. 
Treatment with COMBIVIR should be suspended in any patient who develops clinical or laboratory findings suggestive of 
lactic acidosis or pronounced hepatotoxicity (which may include hepatomegaly and steatosis even in the absence of marked 
transaminase elevations). 

Myopathy: Myopathy and myositis, with pathological changes similar to that produced by HIV disease, have been 
associated with prolonged use of zidovudine, and therefore may occur with therapy with COMBIVIR. 

PRECAUTIONS: 

Patients With HIV and Hepatitis B Virus Coinfection: In clinical trials and postmarketing experience, some patients with 
HIV infection who have chronic liver disease due to hepatitis B virus infection experienced clinical or laboratory evidence of 
recurrent hepatitis upon discontinuation of lamivudine. Consequences may be more severe in patients with decompensated 
liver disease. 

Patients With Impaired Renal Function: Reduction of the dosages of lamivudine and zidovudine is recommended for 
patients with impaired renal function. Patients with creatinine clearance <50 mL/min should not receive COMBIVIR. 
Information for Patients: COMBIVIR is not a cure for HIV infection and patients may continue to experience illnesses 
associated with HIV infection, including opportunistic infections. Patients should be advised that the use of COMBIVIR has 
not been shown to reduce the risk of transmission of HIV to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. Patients 
should be informed that the major toxicities of COMBIVIR are neutropenia and/or anemia. They should be told of the extreme 
importance of having their blood counts followed closely while on therapy, especially for patients with advanced HIV 
disease. Patients should be advised of the importance of taking COMBIVIR as it is prescribed. 

Drug Interactions: Coadministration of ganciclovir, interferon-alpha, and other bone marrow suppressive or cytotoxic agents 
may increase the hematologic toxicity of zidovudine (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY section of full prescribing information). 
Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, and Impairment of Fertility: Carcinogenicity: 

Lamivudine: Lamivudine long-term carcinogenicity studies in mice and rats showed no evidence of carcinogenic potential 
at exposures up to 10 times (mice) and 58 times (rats) those observed in humans at the recommended therapeutic dose. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine was administered orally at three dosage levels to separate groups of mice and rats (60 females 
and 60 males in each group). Initial single daily doses were 30, 60, and 120 mg/kg per day in mice and 80,220, and 600 
mg/kg per day in rats. The doses in mice were reduced to 20, 30, and 40 mg/kg per day after day 90 because of 
treatment-related anemia, whereas in rats only the high dose was reduced to 450 mg/kg per day on day 91 and then to 300 
mg/kg per day on day 279. 

In mice, seven late-appearing (after 19 months) vaginal neoplasms (five nonmetastasizing squamous cell carcinomas, 
one squamous cell papilloma, and one squamous polyp) occurred in animals given the highest dose. One late-appearing 
squamous cell papilloma occurred in the vagina of a middle-dose animal. No vaginal tumors were found at the lowest dose. 

In rats, two late-appearing (after 20 months), nonmetastasizing vaginal squamous cell carcinomas occurred in animals 
given the highest dose. No vaginal tumors occurred at the low or middle dose in rats. No other drug-related tumors were 
observed in either sex of either species. 

At doses that produced tumors in mice and rats, the estimated drug exposure (as measured by AUC) was approximately 
three times (mouse) and 24 times (rat) the estimated human exposure at the recommended therapeutic dose of 100 mg 
every 4 hours. 

Two transplacental carcinogenicity studies were conducted in mice. One study administered zidovudine at doses of 20 
mg/kg per day or 40 mg/kg per day from gestation day 10 through parturition and lactation with dosing continuing in 
offspring for 24 months postnatally. The doses of zidovudine employed in this study produced zidovudine exposures 
approximately three times the estimated human exposure at recommended doses. After 24 months, at the highest dose, an 
increase in incidence of vaginal tumors was noted with no increase in tumors in the liver or lung or any other organ in either 
gender. These findings are consistent with results of the standard oral carcinogenicity study in mice, as described earlier. A 
second study administered zidovudine at maximum tolerated doses of 12.5 mg/day or 25 mg/day (-1000 mg/kg nonpregnant 
body weight or -450 mg/kg of term body weight) to pregnant mice from days 12 through 18 of gestation. There was an 
increase in the number of tumors in the lung, liver, and female reproductive tracts in the offspring of mice receiving the 
higher dose level of zidovudine. 

It is not known how predictive the results of rodent carcinogenicity studies may be for humans. 

Mutagenicity: Lamivudine: Lamivudine was negative in a microbial mutagenicity screen, in an in vitro cell 
transformation assay, in a rat micronucleus test, in a rat bone marrow cytogenetic assay, and in an assay for unscheduled 
DNA synthesis in rat liver. It was mutagenic in a L5178Y/TK +/ " mouse lymphoma assay and clastogenic in a cytogenetic 
assay using cultured human lymphocytes. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine was mutagenic in a L5178Y/TK +/ ' mouse lymphoma assay, positive in an in vitro cell 
transformation assay, clastogenic in a cytogenetic assay using cultured human lymphocytes, and positive in mouse and rat 
micronucleus tests after repeated doses. It was negative in a cytogenetic study in rats given a single dose. 

Impairment ol Fertility: Lamivudine: In a study of reproductive performance, lamivudine, administered to male and 
female rats at doses up to 130 times the usual adult dose based on body surface area considerations, revealed no evidence 
of impaired fertility (judged by conception rates) and no effect on the survival, growth, and development to weaning of the 
offspring. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine, administered to male and female rats at doses up to 7 times the usual adult dose based on body 
surface area considerations, had no effect on fertility judged by conception rates. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy Category C. 


COMBIVIR Tablets (lamivudine/zidovudine tablets) 

COMBIVIR: There are no adequate and well-controlled studies of COMBIVIR in pregnant women. Reproduction studies with 
lamivudine and zidovudine have been performed in animals (see Lamivudine and Zidovudine sections below). COMBIVIR 
should be used during pregnancy only if the potential benefits outweigh the risks. 

Lamivudine: Reproduction studies with orally administered lamivudine have been performed in rats and rabbits at 130 
and 60 times, respectively, the usual adult dose (based on relative body surface area) and have revealed no evidence of 
teratogenicity. Some evidence of early embryolethality was seen in the rabbit at doses similar to those produced by the usual 
adult dose and higher, but there was no indication of this effect in the rat at orally administered doses up to 130 times the usual 
adult dose. Studies in pregnant rats and rabbits showed that lamivudine is transferred to the fetus through the placenta. 

Zidovudine: Reproduction studies with orally administered zidovudine in the rat and in the rabbit at doses up to 500 
mg/kg per day revealed no evidence of teratogenicity with zidovudine. Zidovudine treatment resulted in embryo/fetal 
toxicity as evidenced by an increase in the incidence of fetal resorptions in rats given 150 or 450 mg/kg per day and rabbits 
given 500 mg/kg per day. The doses used in the teratology studies resulted in peak zidovudine plasma concentrations (after 
one-half of the daily dose) in rats 66 to 226 times, and in rabbits 12 to 87 times, mean steady-state peak human plasma 
concentrations (after one-sixth of the daily dose) achieved with the recommended daily dose (100 mg every 4 hours). In an 
additional teratology study in rats, a dose of 3000 mg/kg per day (very near the oral median lethal dose in rats of 3683 
mg/kg) caused marked maternal toxicity and an increase in the incidence of fetal malformations. This dose resulted in peak 
zidovudine plasma concentrations 350 times peak human plasma concentrations. No evidence of teratogenicity was seen 
in this experiment at doses of 600 mg/kg per day or less. Two rodent carcinogenicity studies were conducted (see 
Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility). 

Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry: To monitor maternal-fetal outcomes of pregnant women exposed to COMBIVIR and 
other antiretroviral agents, an Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry has been established. Physicians are encouraged to register 
patients by calling 1-800-258-4263. 

Nursing Mothers: The Centers for Disease Control and Prevention recommend that HIV-infected mothers not breastfeed 
their infants to avoid risking postnatal transmission of HIV infection. 

COMBIVIR: Zidovudine is excreted in breast milk (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY: Pharmacokinetics: Nursing Mothers 
subsection of full prescribing information); however, no data are available on COMBIVIR or lamivudine. Therefore, there is a potential 
for adverse effects in nursing infants. Mothers should be instructed not to breastfeed if they are receiving COMBIVIR. 
Pediatric Use: COMBIVIR-should not be administered to pediatric patients less than 12 years of age because it is a fixed-dose 
combination that cannot be adjusted for this patient population. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS: 

Lamivudine Plus Zidovudine Administered As Separate Formulations: In four randomized, controlled trials of EPIVIR 300 
mg per day plus RETROVIR 600 mg per day, the following selected clinical and laboratory adverse events were observed 
(see Tables 2 and 3).

Other reported occurrences included headache, 
dizziness, drowsiness, lethargy, confusion, and one report of a grand mal seizure. Hematologic changes were transient. All 
patients recovered. Hemodialysis and peritoneal dialysis appear to have a negligible effect on the removal of zidovudine while 
elimination of its primary metabolite, GZDV, is enhanced. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION: The recommended oral dose of COMBIVIR for adults and adolescents (at least 12 years 
of age) is one tablet (containing 150 mg of lamivudine and 300 mg of zidovudine) twice daily. 

Dose Adjustment: Because it is a fixed-dose combination, COMBIVIR should not be prescribed for patients requiring dosage 
adjustment such as those with reduced renal function (creatinine clearance <50 mL/min) or those experiencing dose-limiting 
adverse events.

affordable housing, transporta¬ 
tion, neighborhood, and environ¬ 
mental issues. 

The group of about 50 people 
represented a mix of progressive or¬ 
ganizations, from the Sierra Club to 
the San Francisco Bicycle Coalition 
to the San Francisco Late-Night 
Coalition, to the medical cannabis 
and transgender communities. 

The speakers, while careful not 
to criticize Hansen - indeed, many 
wished that she was running in an¬ 
other district - nonetheless spoke 
of Leno’s progressive credentials 
and his willingness to listen to all 
sides of an issue. 

“It is beyond belief that Mark 
is characterized as anything more 
than he is, a decent man,” said af¬ 
fordable housing advocate Calvin 
Welch. “When Mark Leno was ap¬ 
pointed by Mayor Brown, he then 
immediately set to work on my 
issue, affordable housing. He 
brought people together who usu¬ 
ally don’t talk to each other.” 

Dennis Antenore, the former 
planning commissioner who was 
fired by Brown before the Novem¬ 
ber election, also said that he sup¬ 
ports Leno. “When I was asked by 
Mark to appear, I told him I real¬ 
ly, really like Eileen a lot,” An¬ 
tenore said, “but I think Mark is 
the best person for the job.” 

He said that Hansen’s support¬ 
ers who are linking Leno’s ability 
to get along with Brown with him 
being in lock step with the mayor 
are “making a mistake.” 

“Mark is not in lock step with 
any group of people,” Antenore 
added. 

BART board director Tom 
Radulovich said he supports Leno. 
“I really can’t stand the political 
machine in this town. I really love 
Mark Leno. He’s been proactive 
and progressive on housing issues, 
transgender issues ... on issue 
after issue, he’s the progressive.”

gressives were united against, Leno 
has also championed a homeless 
shelter for LGBTQ young adults in 
the Castro and was the driving 
force behind forming the city’s 
Transgender Civil Rights Imple¬ 
mentation Task Force. 

Marcia Chapdelaine, of the 
Transgender Political Caucus, said 
that Leno “had the wisdom” to de¬ 
velop legislation that formed the 
task force. “Mark practices the 
politics of inclusion,” she said. 

Members of the San Francisco 
Bicycle Coalition noted that Leno 
is the only incumbent supervisor 
that they have endorsed. While 
Terrance Alan, with the San Fran¬ 
cisco Late-Night Coalition and the 
medical cannabis communities, 
praised Leno for spearheading the 
medical marijuana identification 
card program that got under way 
in San Francisco earlier this year. 

“This is all about daring to sup¬ 
port the voters of California, who 
passed a medical cannabis initia¬ 
tive in 1996,” Alan said, adding 
that he’s a 19-year HIV survivor 
and medical cannabis user. 

Susan Stryker, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Gay, Lesbian, Bisexual, 
Transgender Historical Society of 
Northern California, said that she 
went to City Hall in January 1999 
to talk with leaders about rising 
rents and small nonprofits, like the 
historical society. “Mark Leno was 
the first person who paid attention 
to that. I was really impressed with 
his attentiveness,” she said. 

Hansen comments 

For her part, Hansen told the 
Bay Area Reporter late Tuesday that 
she thinks people will vote for 
change. “The energy on the street is 
really positive,” she said. “I feel the 
momentum is with our candidacy.” 

Hansen called Leno’s move 
Monday “an attempt on his part 
to convince voters he is a progres¬ 
sive when his record doesn’t show 
that.” She also said that there are 
“whole ranges” of individuals and 
organizations of a progressive na¬ 
ture, some of which have en¬ 
dorsed her candidacy. Among her 



supporters are the Harvey Milk 
LGBT Democratic Club, the San 
Francisco Tenants Union, the Cal¬ 
ifornia Nurses Association and 
United Taxicab Workers. 

Hansen also said that Leno 
wasn’t happy that her campaign 
printed and distributed his voting 
record. “When we printed that 
record, he wasn’t happy with that, 
and now he’s saying we’re engag¬ 
ing in unethical campaigning,” 
Hansen said. “It’s not unethical to 
print his record. He’s engaged in a 
new level of what I would call neg¬ 
ative campaigning.” 

Additionally, Hansen ques¬ 
tioned Leno’s taking credit for 
work in the transgender commu¬ 
nity. “Mark has pushed support in 
the transgender community, when 
in fact, I was doing support work 
in the transgender community 
long before he was,” she said. 

Hansen said that Leno’s entire 
record of about two and a half 
years includes votes that were not 
progressive. She also said that in 
the months before the election, 
Leno started developing legisla¬ 
tion that “people have been crying 
for” for years. 

“I’d like to believe he’s a 
changed person, but I’m a bit skep¬ 
tical,” Hansen said, adding that she 
has been involved with various 
progressive issues for 30 years. T

Bush league

T exas saw more lynchings of 
blacks between 1900 and 
1930 than any other state in 
America. At the same time, the 
state’s militia, known as the Texas 
Rangers, conducted a reign of ter¬ 
ror against Mexican Americans, 
executing, without trial, an esti¬ 
mated 300 people between 1915 
and 1919. That’s over six corpses a 
month. 

It is no small irony then, 
that the Latino nephew of 
George W. “Shrub” Bush 
would stump for his 
smirking uncle’s election, 
or that Shrub was once co¬ 
owner of a baseball team 
named after this gang of 
murderous thugs. How 
utterly Texan. Edna 
Ferber’s spinning in 
her grave. 

Bush, who derides 
Vice President Gore as 
the candidate of “big guv-ment,” 
made his own killing from one of 
government’s most abusive pow¬ 
ers, seizing private land from its 
owners. 

While actually in private busi¬ 
ness for himself, Bush was a peren¬ 
nial loser. His profits came chiefly 


Bush touted the new stadium 
as a win-win proposition for tax¬ 
payers and the team. “Am I going 
to benefit off it financially?” he 
rhetorically asked at a press con¬ 
ference. “I hope so.” 

As Joe Conason wrote in Harp¬ 
er’s magazine in February, “Never 
before had a municipal authority 
in Texas been given license to seize 
the property of a private citizen 
for the benefit of other private cit¬ 
izens.” How sporting. 

The Rangers got the stadium 
for a song, in a rent-to-buy agree¬ 
ment. They paid $60 
million - the equiv¬ 
alent of 12 years’ 
rent - for a facility that had 
cost an estimated $190 mil¬ 
lion. 

With this state-of-the-art 
ballpark, the value of the 
Rangers tripled. When 
the team was sold in 
1998, Bush’s initial 
$600,000 investment 
(all borrowed from his 
daddy’s cronies) had turned into 
$15 million. Bush performed work 
for the Rangers as the hood orna¬ 
ment of the team’s machine, and 
his fortune was the direct result of 
government swindles on his be¬ 
half, and at taxpayer expense. 

So, in effect, baseball paid for

from investors who gave him 
money because of government tax 
breaks for the oil industry. 

His real fortune was made 
when he became a part owner of 
the Texas Rangers baseball team. 
In the early 1990s, the city of Ar¬ 
lington, Texas, was persuaded to 
build a new stadium. When one 
family refused to sell a 13-acre* 
plot at half its appraised value, 
Bush cronies in the Arlington 
government condemned the land 
for the stadium project. 

Bush put a congenial face on a 
crooked deal, at the heart of which 
lay a complicated land play. Just as 
important as the cash, however, 
was the cachet that came with the 
deal’s success. The Ballpark at Ar¬ 
lington finally opened in April 
1994, just as Bush was running for 
governor. As Church Lady would 
say, “How con-veeeenient.”

East Bay ball 

If tales of a corrupt baseball 
stadium deals hit too close to 
home, cross over to the mainland 
for a different league that’s recent¬ 
ly been formed, the Golden Gate 
Gay Softball League. 

In Oakland, organizer John 
Borja’s reasons are simple, not 
simple-minded (unlike a certain 
Texan). “A lot of people play in the 
city and I’ve always wanted to get 
something going that’s closer to 
home,” he told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

“I live in Oakland and I’ve 
been playing in East Bay LG soft- 
ball.” He’s also played in San Jose 
and SF’s gay league, but life in 
Oakland inspired him to continue 
this growth of gay teams. 

Borja’s been working on it 
since April. “The Friday night 
league didn’t work,” he said about 
his efforts “to get folks to come 
across the Bay Bridge on a Friday 
night,” that feat in itself having be¬ 
come more of an Xtreme sport. 

What also inspired Borja to 
start a new league was the weath¬ 
er, or what Mark Twain referred to 
as our wintry summers. “We have 
our best weather in the area in the 
fall, but there’s no softball.” Thus, 
a fall league. 

Oakland’s Parks and Recre¬ 
ation Department has been in¬ 
credibly helpful, said Borja. “They 
ran the league as we paid a fiat fee

for each team. They managed the 
fields, and assisted in the games.” 

The East Bay tournament held 
over this year’s Labor Day week¬ 
end hosted four teams. Among the 
fledgling teams are the Scorpions, 
the Dragons, the Hit Men (with 
bathhouse Steamworks as a spon¬ 
sor. ahem), and the informally ti¬ 
tled, “Aaron’s Team.” 

A few teams are mixed and in¬ 
clude women. “We hope to get 
enough female players to get full 
team out there,” said Borja. “We’re 
hoping for six to eight teams for 
next year.” 

Some teams from San Francis¬ 
co hope to compete in April, so lo¬ 
cals can do their share of bridge¬ 
crossing. “We’re hoping to start 
again in April of next year and 
have two seasons, April-July, then 
August-October.” 

Currently in the process of 
joining NAGAAA, Borja hopes to 
present their accomplishments at 
the meeting in February. “You 
have to rate your players accord¬ 
ing to skill to achieve parity.” 

The league is still debating 
about playing on Saturdays or 
Sundays, which will affect which 
NAGAAA league they can play in. 

“This is for people who are 
tired of traveling to the city, and 
want to play closer to their 
homes,” said Borja. “That’s one of 
our goals.” 

Home games will take place at 
Owen Jones Field, 5000 Redwood 
Road in the Oakland Hills. To find

gion, when there’s so much evi¬ 
dence that we’ve played such im¬ 
portant roles throughout history,” 
said de la Huerta, who attributed 
the world’s ills to a chaotic state in 
which the energies of spiritual 
people are not being tapped. 

“The gatekeepers have been 
fired from their jobs,” said de la 
Huerta. “We must reclaim our ar¬ 
chetypal spiritual roles.” 

The Reverend Ron Swisher, an

Next April’s Los Angeles may- 
oral race has a prominent openly 
gay candidate, Councilman Joel 
Wachs, and gay and lesbian ac¬ 
tivists in that city are reportedly 
lining up strongly for him, though 
former Assembly Speaker Anto¬ 
nio Villaraigosa, long a support¬ 
er of gay causes, also has a follow¬ 


ing among the homosexual com¬ 
munity there. Either Wachs or Vil¬ 
laraigosa is expected to end up in 
a runoff election with L.A.’s popu¬ 
lar city attorney, Jim Hahn, in 
that mayoral race. 

Incidentally, if the mess in the 
Sunshine State doesn’t convince 
you that every vote should count, 
consider this - in Iowa’s Cedar 
County, after all the votes were 
counted, the final tally was A1 
Gore 4,025 votes and George W. 
Bush 4,025. 

After three defeats in the 
House of Lords, Britain’s Labor 
government resorted to rarely 
used powers last week to finally 
pass legislation lowering the age of 
consent for gays from 18 to 16; the 
bill brings Britain in line with 
most other European Union na-

leagues in uniform, the report said, 
and strongly encouraged to partic¬ 
ipate in “aversion therapy” treat¬ 
ment to “cure” them of homosexu¬ 
al tendencies. The process was used 
in various military hospitals, main¬ 
ly in the psychiatric wards. 

Levine, then chief psychiatrist 
at Pretoria’s Voortrekkerhoogte 
military hospital, was allegedly in 
charge of aversion therapy treat¬ 
ments for suspected homosexuals 

- consisting of electric shock 
treatment and hormone drugs. 
However, apartheid doctors also 
experimented with chemical cas¬ 
tration and sex-change operations 

- many of them were reportedly 
not completed or resulted in pa¬ 
tient deaths. 

Levine, 61, who emigrated to 
Canada in the mid-1990s where 
he now works at the Peter 
Lougheed Hospital at the Univer¬ 
sity in Calgary, has vehemently 
denied the allegations. 

NCGLE recently stated that 
one of the victims was a former 
serviceman, Jean Erasmus, who 
committed suicide last year, but 
not before he told a former 
Amnesty International represen¬ 
tative in Pretoria, Joanne Muller, 
about his ordeal. Erasmus said he 
was forced, besides taking many 
hormone drugs, to take part in the 
gang rape of Angolan women, 
which was also denied by Levine. 

According to the report, the 
doctors involved also performed 


chemical sterilizations and sex- 
change operations on those con¬ 
scripts who could not be cured by 
aversion therapy. 

These operations allegedly 
started as early as 1971 and lasted 
up until 1989, one year before 
Mandela left prison and five years 
before South Africa finally became 
a democratic country. 

NCGLE recently claimed that 
it was approached by a victim who 
is believed to be the earliest sex- 
change operation patient. 

The victim, whose name was 
withheld, was born a female; her 
sex-change operation was per¬ 
formed 27 years ago in a Johan¬ 
nesburg hospital and was not 
completed. 

A South African daily, Beeld, 
claimed last August that there 
were years when an average of 
about 50 sex-change operations 
were performed, while some doc¬ 
tors have admitted that an undis¬ 
closed number of patients died on 
the operation table. 

In spite of Levine’s protesta¬ 
tions of innocence and the filed 
lawsuit, it seems that Nel and the 
Mail & Guardian are not worried 
much. 

“What concerns me is that 
Levine has managed to silence the 
North American press on the issue 
with threats of lawsuits,” he said. 

Mail & Guardian lawyers, who 
have received similar defamation 
papers, are said not to be consid¬ 
ering defending the suit since the 
province of Alberta has no juris¬ 
diction over any other sovereign 
country or territory. ▼

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T he bustle of construction transforming 
the York Theater into the Brava The¬ 
ater Center might have seemed more 
exciting and less scary if the grand 
opening was, say, a month or two away. 
But just a week before the Dec. 6 in¬ 
vitational gala that revealed the fruits of four 
years of planning and $2 million in grants, 
loans, and contributions, the theater was still 
a hard-hat area swarming with workers ap¬ 
plying both finishing touches (gold leaf for 
an uncovered Art Deco mural, for example) 
and addressing the basics of habitation (elec¬ 
tricity, toilets, theater seats, etc.) 

“It’s madness,” said Ellen Gavin, who 
helped found Brava! for Women in the Arts 
14 years ago and remains the group’s artistic 
and executive director. “It’s just insane.”

Y erba Buena Center for the Arts is giving the San Francisco Museum of Mod¬ 
ern Art, its larger, more glamorous neighbor on Third Street, a run for its 
money by mounting high-caliber exhibitions like Tom Friedman, which came 
to San Francisco from its debut at the Chicago Museum of Contemporary 
Art. (It was organized by the Southeastern Center for Contemporary Art in 
Winston-Salem, North Carolina.) This is the first nationally touring exhibition of 
the work of the 35-year-old Friedman, who was reared in the Midwest and lives in 
New York, and it includes pieces from the late 1980s through the present. 

Friedman may be the most anal-retentive artist of our time. Think of the 
Flemish Renaissance painters who applied oil paint to a panel through a magni¬ 
fying glass, using a brush one hair wide. Then fast-forward six centuries. What 
do we make of a single aspirin carved into the shape of a man’s head? Or a sculp¬ 
ture of a male figure composed entirely of sugar cubes? Or a partially used bar 
of soap with a perfect pattern of imbedded concentric circles made of the artist’s 
pubic hair? Or a roll of toilet paper that has been re-rolled so tightly, without 
the tube, that it appears to be a solid white cylinder? 

This is an artist whose work screams out for the viewer’s attention to the 
process by which his unique objects were created. Or at least for conjecture about 
the process. It is also a great deal of fun. 

A one-pound box of cooked spaghetti strands have been assembled, end-to- 
end, into a sculpted nest. 1,500 sticks of chewed gum have been formed into a 
perfect, flesh-colored sphere and adhered to a right-angle corner of the gallery. 
Even more intriguing are the word-based artworks, such as “Everything,” a piece 
of paper onto which the artist has written every word in the dictionary to form 
a black-and-white linear hodgepodge. A map of the USA is labeled, city-by-city 
and state-by-state, with press-type, upside down. (It’s not a joke; I noted that

Hurry To Get Home, just out from 
Seal Press (she went on to file 70 
years’ worth of copy before her 
death in 1997 at age 92). 

The first piece Hahn published 
in the magazine, “Lovely Lady,” is 
described in the book’s introduc¬ 
tion as “a deliciously sassy vi¬ 
gnette about a lunchtime 
conversation between 
two glib young 
women.”

Decorator queens 
will want to snap up a 
copy of Sister (St. Mar¬ 
tin’s), the life story of 
Mrs. Henry “Sis¬ 
ter” Parish II, the 
American interior 
decorator most famous for re¬ 
designing the rooms of the White 
House during the Kennedy ad¬ 
ministration. The book, by Apple 
Parish Bartlett and Susan 
Bartlett Crater, is amply illus¬ 
trated with photos from Sister’s 
patrician upbringing and high- 
chintz-level career. We enjoyed this 
glimpse from Sister’s girlhood: 

“My brothers invariably tried 
to make any relationship with boys 
twice as embarrassing. When I was 
invited to my first dance, I wasn’t 
sent flowers, so I sent them to my¬ 
self.

The Tragic Flute 

SF Opera does Amadeus wrong

S an Francisco Opera’s current 
revival of The Magic Flute is 
so weakly cast, badly con¬ 
ducted and visually tacky that it re¬ 
sembles a high school play. Com¬ 
ing after the embarrassing Don 
Giovanni this summer, it makes 
one ponder why SFO has such a 
hard time doing right by Mozart. 

In 54 years of opera-going in 
San Francisco, I have heard only 
one moving Nozze di Figaro 
(Mozart Festival, 1991); one fabu¬ 
lous Flute (the 1969 debuts of 
Margaret Price and Stuart Bur¬ 
rows) and not a single decent Don 
Giovanni. Until that crude Harry 
Kupfer effort broke the string in 
1991, the only great Mozart opera 
that seemed SFO-proof was Cost 
fan tutte. 

There are rational reasons for 
this dismal track record. The War 
Memorial Opera House is too big 
for Mozart. His three major Ital¬ 
ian works were written for mod¬ 
est opera houses in Prague and Vi¬ 
enna, while Flute premiered in a 
popular Viennese vaudeville the¬ 
ater. The size of the house doesn’t 
just mean louder (and probably 
coarser) voices, either, but also a 
pit overfull of strings. The press 
cheatsheet for Flute reads: “Regu¬ 
lar (40) strings.” In Mozart’s day, 
there wouldn’t have been 40 play¬ 
ers overall, and most of the band 
would have been winds. 

It is possible to conduct big 
band Mozart with delicacy — Sir 


Charles Mackerras did in that 
1969 Flute — but Donald Runni- 
cles is not the guy to do it. The 
same virile muscularity that 
makes his Idomeneo and Clemen- 
za di Tito work sinks a sophisti¬ 
cated, complex piece like Flute. 
Compounded of low comedy, ro¬ 
mantic melodies and high-mind¬ 
ed spirituality, with a plot that de¬ 
fies common sense, the opera can 
be lofted only by visionary casting 
and conducting and a magical 
production. Artist David Hockney 
provided magic many years ago at 
Glyndebourne, but his single di- 
, mension sets, not as attractive 
when blown up to twice their 
original size, are now wrinkled 
and dusty. 

Runnicles thumped and 
pounded, but his orchestra 
sounded tired and dispirited. 
Worse, ensemble — the essence of 
Mozart — was non-existent. In 
Papageno’s “Der Vogelfanger bin 
ichja,” baritone Anton Scharinger 
and Runnicles sounded as if they 
were literally on different pages of 
the score, a failing emphasized by 
Scharinger’s unfortunate tenden¬ 
cy to bark attacks. A handsome 
young man with what seems like a 
nice voice and personality, he was 
as grating as fingernails on a 
blackboard with his overacting 
and oversinging. Faced with the 
War Memorial — twice the size of 
the Vienna State Opera — maybe 
he thought he needed to “project.” 
This is where a smart conductor 
should clue in a newcomer. 

At least Scharinger has a voice.

On the 
other hand, her inaudible middle 
register and squealing high notes 
and his AWOL low notes were 
wildly applauded; I guess people, 
without actually listening, assume 
they are getting what they paid for. 

Low-key love 

In healthier surroundings, 
Mary Mills (Pamina) and Roberto 
Sacca (Tamino) might have made 
a pleasant, low-key love couple. 
After vocally radiant Paminas 
such as Pilar Lorengar, Margaret 
Price, Kiri Te Kanawa and the 
peerless Ruth Ann Swenson, Mills’ 
bland singing resembles the talent 
part of a Miss America pageant. 
Sacca displayed a lovely, flexible 
tenor when he debuted at the Or- 
pheum in 1996’s Barber of Seville. 
It has turned grainy and pushy, 
again possibly a result of facing 
the cavernous War Memorial. 

Is there anything to like in this 
production that returns in Janu¬ 
ary with a mostly new cast? The 
best singing all night came from 
the Three Genii — at least that is 
what they are called in my score; 
SFO calls them Three Boys — 
Michael Bannett, Brian Jolly and 
Ryan Irwin. What cuties and what 
talent! I also liked Matthew Lord’s 
slippery Monostatos, though the 
character is so racist (as is the 
Marschallin’s page) that even a 
PC-phobe like me thinks they 
need to be re-thought. 

The Armored Men (Todd Geer 
and John Ames) were fine, though 
I confess that my first Armored 
Man was James King, forever 
skewing my concept of this role. 
Suzanne Ramo made a tart, fluffy 
Papagena, but the Three Ladies 
did not blend very well and were 
dressed in' unbecoming funereal 
gray. I’d forgotten how ugly the 
costume designs are in this pro¬ 
duction. Did Hockney ever con¬ 
sider that Tamino’s turquoise 
tunic and red sash would look ab¬ 
surdly unheroic on a barrel-chest¬ 
ed tenor? ▼

if Hart worked with some 
01 great-name librettists dur¬ 
ing their 23-year collaboration. 
Morrie Ryskind, Herbert Fields, 
Guy Bolton, Ben Hecht, Charles 
MacArthur, George S. Kaufman, 
Moss Hart, George Abbott, Josh 
Logan, and John O’Hara were 
some of the collaborators who 
provided the prose for the 
Rodgers and Hart songs. 

But occasionally Rodgers and 
Hart took on the job of writing 
the scripts themselves, and the re¬ 
sults included such hits as Babes in 
Arms and On Your Toes. Less 
known to contemporary audi¬ 
ences, but with a crackling good 
book, is I Married an Angel, the 
current production in 42nd Street 
Moon’s staged-concert series of 
“lost” musicals. 

This is 42nd Street Moon’s sec¬ 
ond visit to Angel, and it’s easy to 
see why. The 1938 musical has a 
charm, sass, and intelligence lack¬ 
ing in many of its contemporaries, 
and its score provides several 
tuneful discoveries that never 
achieved the popularity of such 
signature melodies as “Spring Is 
Here” and “I’ll Tell the Man in the 
Street.” Director Greg MacKellan’s 
production has the polish of the 
best of 42nd Street Moon’s en¬ 
deavors. 

Rodgers and Hart first wrote I 
Married an Angel as a movie mu¬ 
sical for Nelson Eddy and Jeanette 
MacDonald, but when MGM 
pulled the plug, they reworked it 
into a Broadway musical instead. 
Ironically, when Eddy and Mac¬ 
Donald made a movie based on 
the Broadway show four years 
later, it was a major flop. 

Bored in Budapest 

The story is a comic fantasy 
about a bored playboy-banker in 


Budapest who vows never to 
marry any woman who is less 
than “an angel from heaven.” He 
gets his wish, but his new bride’s 
heavenly perfection and,unflinch¬ 
ing honesty prove troublesome in 
the real world. The problems are 
ironed out when the playboy’s 
brash sister steps in to instruct the 
angel in earthly ways. 

Lesley Hamilton, repeating her 
role from 42nd Street Moon’s 
1995 production, is delectably 
spicy as the sister who, despite a 
countess title, knows how to get 
down — literally and figuratively. 
Martin Lewis handles the leading- 
man duties as the button-down 
playboy/count with aplomb, and 
Marina Torres is invitingly ingen¬ 
uous as the real-life angel. 

Supporting roles are smartly 
filled by Mickey Killianey as the 
count’s secretary, Amy Louise 


Cole as a trouble-making tart, 
John-Elliott Kirk as a woebegone 
financier, and Catherine Sheldon 
as an imperious duchess. 

Choreographer Berle Davis has 
provided some simple steps that 
help dress up the musical num¬ 
bers. Musical director Dave Do- 
brusky offers solid accompani¬ 
ment from the onstage piano. And 
the cast has been swathed in fine 
fashion by costumers Cindy Brill- 
hart-True and Linda Rawls, 
though the angel’s oft-mentioned 
wings have ill advisedly disap¬ 
peared since the program cover 
was shot. Some things just can’t be 
mimed. ▼

Knockabout mess 

TheatreWorks''Triumph of Love'

■ilhe program notes for The- 
/ atreWorks’ production of 
m Triumph of Love would have 
you believe the intimate musical 
failed on Broadway in 1997 be¬ 
cause it opened up against such 
blockbusters as The Lion King and 
Ragtime. Alas, I’m afraid the real 
reason is all too apparent at the 
Lucie Stern Theatre in Palo Alto. 
The show is a mess. 

There is such a thing as a lov¬ 
able mess, but Triumph of Love is 
not one of those. The musical ex¬ 
tracted from Marivaux’s 1732 hu¬ 
manistic farce can be an annoying 
mess with its cacophony of musi¬ 
cal styles and its cheap-laughs 
script. It’s not so much that the 
show deserved to fail on Broadway 
as it is a case of a show that never 
should have been on Broadway in 
the first place. 

Marivaux set his play in a 
never-never land of Greek names 
and places, but amid the trappings 
of aristocratic France. In the com¬ 
ically artificial plot, the princess of 
Sparta disguises herself as a man 
to penetrate a philosophical com¬ 
pound to woo its one student, the 


handsome Agis, who, she learns, is 
the rightful heir to her throne. His 
guardians are his emotionally re¬ 
pressed aunt and uncle, who have 
reared Agis to despise the princess. 

What makes Marivaux’s play 
more than a knockabout farce of 
mistaken identities is the toll the 
princess’ deceptions take on the 
aunt and uncle. In her effort to get 
to Agis, she woos the aunt in her 


guise as a man and the uncle as a 
woman, touching on the depths of 
loneliness before realizing the 
emotional consequences of her 
actions. 

This factor is acknowledged in 
James Magruder’s libretto, which 
then proceeds to trample it with 
heavy-handed anachronisms and 
hoary double entendres. The

'The Holy Ghost People'

he late Peter Adair (1943- 
1996) is best known in the 
• queer community as one of 
the auteurs of Word Is Out, per¬ 
haps the first documentary about 
gay people that found a home in 
the mainstream. An outsider him¬ 
self as a gay man, Adair was appar¬ 
ently drawn to other outsiders. His 
first and in some ways best film ex¬ 
plored a true American nether¬ 
world. The Holy Ghost People is a 
53-minute documentary about 
snake-handling, strychnine-swill¬ 
ing members of the “Holiness” 
church. Rightly hailed by Margaret 
Mead as one of the best ethno¬ 
graphic films ever made, and a sta¬ 
ple of classes on anthropology and 
documentary film, this study of a 
little-known sect who put their 
lives on the line for their religion 
still packs a wallop three decades 
after its release. SF Cinematheque 
screens the film tonight, Dec. 7, at 
Yerba Buena Center for the Arts. 

The film opens with a gliding 
camera elegantly surveying the 
squalor of the area around Scrab¬ 
ble Creek, West Virginia, setting 
the stage for and to some extent 
explaining the allure of the Holi¬ 
ness movement. An offscreen nar¬ 
rator gives a brief and enticing 
precis: “thousands of Holiness 
churches scattered through the 
hills of Appalachia,” “literal Bible 
interpretations,” “drinking poison, 
handling snakes, speaking in 


tongues.” The starkness of the set¬ 
ting — a rural area of obvious 
poverty, neither city nor town — 
provides a dramatic backdrop for 
the outre activities of these edge- 
players, who seem at times to be 
drunk or drugged on their reli¬ 
gion. This religion is the polar op¬ 
posite of those dull Sundays in 
middle-class churches; Holiness 
provides both an irresistible high 
and a respite from the hardscrab¬ 
ble lives of its believers. 

Adair is sensitive in rendering 
this difficult material, neither 
judging nor ridiculing nor trying 
to become a part of the scene. The 
only intrusion of the filmmakers 
is in the opening narration; after 
that, he lets those directly involved 
tell their story. 

The lure of these dangerous, 
sometimes lethal rituals becomes 
clear early on, in interviews with 
some of the participants. One 
young woman describes the plea¬ 
sure of the trance she enters when 
possessed by the Holy Ghost. With 
a glassy stare says, “It seems like 
nothing in this world can bother 
me.” There’s rough poetry in some 
of their words. One man who 
joined the movement after a 
prison stretch says, “I could feel 
the quickening power of the Holy 
Ghost... I would dance under the 
power, and the quickening power 
would get on me.” 

Play room 

Adair’s camera dispassionately 
records this “quickening power,”

which takes over the members even 
during interviews outside the 
church service as a kind of ecstasy 
state. Inside the church they can 
give full play to their emotions, 
shrieking, crumpling to the floor, 
talking in tongues, drinking poison, 
and handling snakes as the ultimate 
test of their faith. Striking indeed 
are scenes of the group working it¬ 
self into a frenzy, all the members 
bowed and praying loudly with 
eyes closed, until one, then another, 
then others leap out of the group 
gyrating, wailing, or reaching for 
one of the rattlesnakes or copper¬ 
heads sitting in a box nearby. 

It would be easy to dismiss 
these people and their primal 
ways as cranks and fanatics; it’s 
hard to imagine anyone these days 
believing enough in something to 
risk their lives for it. But Adair’s 
page 45 ►

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Unbreakable

Monterrey, Mexico is spelled 
wrong.) My favorite piece is an 
untitled work from 2000 made of 
construction paper. The brightly 
colored bits and pieces have been 
assembled into a figure which 
seems to have hit the gallery floor 
from a very high altitude, with his 
construction-paper guts spilling 
through his construction-paper 
broken ribs. The unsettling juxta¬ 
position of kindergarten materials 
and violent subject matter is bril¬ 
liant. 

Stare case 

If the materials are of the 
everyday variety, the creative 
process carries with it a sort of 
Zen-like concentration. Indeed, 
the artist himself lives in an envi¬ 
ronment stripped of ornamenta¬ 
tion and other non-essential ele¬ 
ments. It is not difficult to believe 
the focus that he must muster in 
order for us to take seriously the 


medium “stare on paper” on one 
object near a corner of the gallery. 
It is entitled “1,000 Hours of Star¬ 
ing,” and the wall text notes that it 
is an object that “the artist has 
stared at for one thousand hours.” 
Who else, since the Fluxus group, 
could tell us that with a straight 
face? 

On your way to or from the 
Tom Friedman exhibition at Yerba 
Buena, stop by the gallery next 
door, where Juvenilia presents the 
works of 20 established and 
emerging artists produced before 
they were 18 years old. Side-by- 
side presentations of youthful and 
mature works by artists like Bruce 
Conner, Kerry James Marshall, 
Peter Mitchell-Dayton and local 
muralist Rigo provide much food- 
for-thought about the creative 
process and how much, or how lit¬ 
tle, it changes as artists age. ▼

Your Vassport 

to Leisure

llll hen culture d °y enne 

laiyf Susan Sontag made the 
If If pronouncement that 
“Death is a photograph,” she was 
asserting a certain truth. Pictures 
are bits of arrested time, finished 
and complete, and yet these cap¬ 
tured moments exert a powerful 
fascination. And the irony is that 
we’re here living, with time flow¬ 
ing by, and here’s this finite thing 
done with a camera, sitting there, 
facing us as we look back. 

The Berkeley Art Museum’s 
current show in its Theater 
Gallery, Continuous Replay: The 
Photographs of ' Arnie Zane 
(through January 8), highlights 
these tensions better than most. 
The artist in question is a dancer, 
and he’s also deceased, having 
died from AIDS in 1988. A further 
layer comes from the fact that he 
was the other half of Bill T. Jones. 
Their dance company conjoined 
both names, and still does. But 
those expecting something glam¬ 
orous and glitzy will be disap¬ 
pointed yet hopefully surprised at 
what an intimate and, dare I say, 
personal show this is. 

Though obviously posed, these 
pictures have a warmth missing 
from many art photographers. 
Sure, the cropping may be as cal¬ 
culated as any found in an out- 
and-out formalist like Robert 
Mapplethorpe, but the results lack 
the nearly clinical coldness in his 


work. And these photos — there 
are several of both Zane and Jones, 
especially in the 1974-75 Torso se¬ 
ries — have a sincere, almost 
homemade quality, as if life were 
caught directly, without artifice. 

This almost artless quality 
gives the show its charm. It also 
presents a particular historical 
moment, the ’70s, which was gen¬ 
erally a lot more spontaneous 
than the ’00s. Artists in the ’70s 
believed in the artful arrangement 
of simple, everyday gestures, ob¬ 
jects and musical parts — Lucinda 
Childs in dance, Richard Serra 
and Donald Judd in sculpture, 
and performance artists Laurie 
Anderson and David Byrne in 
music. The shots of Zane and 
Jones alone or together with 
friends are certainly in line with 
tfiis aesthetic, and they more or- 
less chart the couple’s relation¬ 
ship. 

The show also includes photos 
of Pearl, an elderly lady whom the 
lovers met, and who in her party 
dress looked like no one else — 
well, maybe Dickens’ Miss Hav- 
isham, abandoned at the altar; and 


Mignon Garland, one of Isadora 
Duncan’s Isadorables, theatrically 
displaying herself against a col¬ 
umn at the Palace of Fine Arts, 
who makes you wonder why any¬ 
one would even want to conform. 
But in these slick, money-driven, 
computer-generated and digitally 
enhanced times, we mostly do 
conform. Continuous Replay 
seems to be saying that you can 
still make art by going your own 
way. An hour-long video of Zane 
.and Jones dances augments the 
photos, and the bit I saw of the 
two dancers was elegant and visu¬ 
ally striking. Photographs may be 
sealed in time, but that in itself 
doesn’t make them definitively 
dead. T

and New York — but all around 
them. 

The major push at this point 
has been toward finishing the 
main 371-seat auditorium. To get 
to it, audiences will pass through 
a lobby that still looks like an ex¬ 
cavation site, revealing elements of 
the various design incarnations 
that the 74-year-old former 
vaudeville theater has been 
through. 

“We’ve tried to honor the his¬ 
toric building with minimal in¬ 
trusion, and yet still create a con¬ 
temporary theater,” Gavin said as 
she led a reporter and photogra¬ 
pher through the warren of spaces 
and levels that have been carved 
out of the old building. “It was not 
an easy task, believe me.” 

But even amid the clutter of 
construction, it is easy to see that 
the Brava Theatre Center is no 
longer a dream, but a concrete re¬ 
ality. The bones of the final facili¬ 
ty are all in place, from the 
stepped-up risers for the new pur¬ 
ple velvet theater seats to a black¬ 
box theater which will house 
Brava’s youth programs. Even if 
big chunks of the money had to be 
spent on such behind-the-scenes 
necessities as upgraded electrical 
and plumbing systems, it’s not 
hard to see where much of the 
two million has gone. 

“We could have used another 
million,” Gavin says without hesi¬ 
tation. “I wouldn’t do it this way 
again. I’d want to start out with a 
serious commitment of most of 
the money. We have 22 sources of 
funding for that two million, and 
I wonder if I was a man or not 
representing a disenfranchised 
community on three counts — 
women, lesbians and gays, and 
people of color — maybe it would 
have been easier.” 

Women and beyond 

Brava was founded in 1986 to 
showcase the talents of lesbians 
and women of color, but that mis¬ 
sion began expanding when the 
organization acquired the York 
Theatre and four attached store¬ 
fronts on 24th Street in 1996. The 
all-male Latino group Culture 
Clash appeared at the York under 
Brava’s umbrella, for example, and 
will be back with Mission Magic 
Mystical Tour as the second entry 
in the 2000-2001 season. 

With more seats to fill and 
loans to pay off, it will be a neces¬ 
sity for Brava to cast its net wider 
for audiences. “Now we just have 
to sell tickets,” Gavin said. “We 
need the community to respond.” 

The project, which counts such 
movers and shakers as Willie 
Brown, Carole Migden, and Stan- 
lee Gattee among its patrons, has 
not been universally embraced. 

“When we first moved to the 
street, there were a few communi¬ 
ty activists who I think were jeal¬ 
ous,” Gavin said, “and they went up 
and down 24th Street saying a 
bunch of lesbians are moving in, 
and it caused a little bit of a flurry.” 

But what was worse was a 
cover story published in SF Week¬ 


ly hst year before construction on 
the York had begun. The author 
declared the project a political and 
financial boondoggle, and pre¬ 
sumed that it never would get 
built. He made fun of Gavin’s 
gung-ho personality, while charg¬ 
ing that Brava was hopelessly out 
of touch with the neighborhood it 
is supposed to help revitalize. 

“It was devastating,” Gavin 
said. “It had an impact on funders 
and board members who were 
going to join. Basically, it was an 
attack on the arts. Like, how does 
all this relate to these poor immi¬ 
grant families? To assume that an 
artist couldn’t be from an immi¬ 
grant family, and somehow there 
wouldn’t be issues here that 
touched people, that’s simply a 
lie.” 

Delicate balance 

The first season Gavin has 
planned for the refurbished the- 
. ater does display a balance of 
styles, themes, and orientations. 

Belen - A Book of Hours, devel¬ 
oped by the legendary avant-garde 
Mabou Mines troupe, takes its 
name from Recogimento de 
Belen, which began in 1683 as a 
Catholic sanctuary for impover¬ 
ished single women in Mexico 
City. But once a woman was ad¬ 
mitted, she was never allowed to 
leave. Later, the building became 
an actual prison, one of the most 
notoriously violent in Mexico. 

Poet and playwright Catherine 
Sasanova researched Belen’s histo¬ 
ry and wrote a series of poems in 
the voices of the women who lived 
and suffered there. “The experi¬ 
ence of seeing Belen is a little like 
watching a silent movie, but with 
a late-20th-century multiple visu¬ 
al assault,” theater critic Anita 
Gates wrote in The New York 
Times last year, describing it as a 
“forcefully significant one-act pre¬ 
sentation.” 

The 70-minute show features 
Mexican actress Jesusa Rodriguez 
and Argentine-born composer 
Liliana Felipe. “Jesusa and Liliana 
have had a lesbian partnership for 
20 years,” Gavin said. “The piece is 
not specifically gay, but their part¬ 
nership as Mexican artists is 
strengthened by that.” 


Brava commissioned Culture 
Clash to create Mission Magic 
Mystical Tour, opening Jan. 3, 
which offers a wry look at the 
changing Mission District. Diana 
Son’s recent off-Broadway hit Stop 
Kiss opens in February, providing 
a portrait of the love developing 
between two presumably straight 
women and the violence that mars 
it. Gavin’s own play Apertura 
Modotti will close the season in 
April with its look at the life of 
famed photographer Tina Modot¬ 
ti, ironically best known as the 
lover of photographer Edward 
Weston. 

Yet even before the first show 
of the first season in the new 
Brava Arts Center had opened, 
Gavin was looking ahead. A few of 
her ideas: 

“We want to build a second 
floor over the storefronts to pro¬ 
vide space to artists who are los¬ 
ing their own spaces.” 

“We want to bring in some 
Mexican singers that the alterna¬ 
tive and queer communities 
wouldn’t even know, but who are 
heroes to the working-class fami¬ 
lies around here.” 

“We’d like to use part of our 
storefronts for a restaurant with 
Latino cuisine and maybe a little 
dance floor. We want to bring 
more nighttime activity back to 
the street.” 

Skepticism is not permitted at 
Brava. “I don’t think anybody has 
the right to be skeptical about us,” 
Gavin said. “We’ve done some of 
the best theatrical work in the city, 
and we managed to do it up until 
January when we started work on 
the building. And then we’ve dealt 
with floods and fire and pesti¬ 
lence, you name it. It’s definitely 
been an ordeal, but we did it.” 

The final touch will come 
when the towering sign that still 
says “York” is replaced by “Brava” 
written out in four colors of neon. 
“It will be beautiful,” Gavin said. 
“I think it will alter the San Fran¬ 
cisco landscape.” ▼

respectful, non-sensational ap¬ 
proach precludes this. He lets the 
purity and raw power of this do¬ 
or-die religion speak for itself. 
And it’s far from the huckster-cap¬ 
italist paradigm of Falwell and his 
ilk. The “Holy Ghost people” are 
egalitarian in surprising ways. 
They have no minister, relying in¬ 
stead on anyone rising out of the 
crowd with an inspiration to lead 


the service. And there’s little 
money involved. At the end of the 
service, a mere $53.59 has been 
collected. And most welcome, 
some of the men greet each other 
as they do the women, with a kiss. 

Also on this bill is a charming, 
hitherto unseen bit of history. Pie 
Fight '69 (1969) shows Adair and 
some of his agitator pals attacking 
the City’s aristocracy attending 
the opening night of the first SF 
International Film Festival. Their 
weapon? 500 pies lobbed by fake 
nuns, fake football players, and 


other provocateurs. This footage 
from 31 years ago has a curiously 
contemporary feel, perhaps be¬ 
cause the City is again at the 
mercy of those pesky plutocrats 
and could no doubt benefit from 
some of Adair 8( Company’s tasty 
flying pies. ▼

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Boxer beat

Oscar de fa Hoya — 

Oscar de la Hoya 
(EMI Latin) 

W ell, I guess it 
had to hap¬ 
pen. In an era 
where we see paintings 
by actor Anthony 
Quinn, a lounge act by 
actress Cybil Shepherd, 
and a morning TV 
show featuring news¬ 
man Bryant Gumbel 
cooking side by side 
with Martha Stewart, 
nothing should sur¬ 
prise us. But just re¬ 
member that LP of 

disco songs by William Shatner when you are tempted to plunk 
down your $17.99 for the debut album of Oscar de la Hoya. 

It is easy to understand why boxer de la Hoya would be eager to 
market himself as an entertainment icon. He is a total babe, and 
his good looks are used to great advantage on the CD cover, where 
he appears to have been dressed by Armani. The East LA native, 
who went professional after winning a gold medal in the 1992 
Barcelona Olympics, has been crafted into a Luis Miguel wannabe 
by the Mexican crooner’s producer Rudy Perez. But Luis Miguel 
has got dynamite pipes, and Oscar can only carry a tune with his 
lightweight tenor voice. His instrument is more in the range of 
Michael Jackson’s, but without the soul, and it plays second fiddle 
to the enormously overproduced orchestration. 

Three of the 13 tracks of the mostly-Spanish CD are in English, 
including the Bee Gees’ “Run to Me.” And mercifully, the cut called 
“With These Hands” is not the Tom Jones ballad, but a sideways 
nod to de la Hoya’s other career, e.g. “and with these hands I will 
fight for you.” (For the Tom Jones classic, buy instead the Danny 
Elfman soundtrack from Edward Scissorhands.) 

If the boxer’s singing career lasts as long as a second album, 
here’s one suggestion to the producer: use cover poses of Oscar in 
his boxing shorts. ▼

From '0 Brother ; Where Art Thou?' to ' Bait' 


of bossa nova for your palette. 
Music is essential to the story 
(Isabella’s husband Toninho is a 
singer who attempts to win his 
estranged wife back by serenad¬ 
ing her from the street), and this 
soundtrack features some of the 
best contemporary Brazilian 
music around, performed by 
such artists as Dori Caymmi and 
Paulinho Moska, as well as the 
classic “Brazil (Aquarela Do 
Brasil),” performed by the late 
Xavier Cugat. 

Music from and Inspired by 
the Motion Picture Bait (RuffNa- 
tion/Warner Brothers), from the 
Jamie Foxx movie, assembles 
some of the biggest names and 
rising stars in the hip-hop 
galaxy, including Nelly (“Icey”), 
The Roots (“Work”), Major Fig- 
gas (“I Love Being a Gangsta”), 
and Trick Daddy (“Can’t F*ck 
With Me”). In an attempt to 
cover all the bases, the sound¬ 
track also includes straightfor¬ 
ward cutting edge R&B tracks by 
Mya (“Free”), Donnell Jones 
(“Take it There”) and Jaheim 
(“Remarkable”). Foxx also con¬ 
tributes a track, the song “Bed 
Springs.” 

Soundtracks to children’s 
movies such as Rugrats in Paris 
and Pokemon have unexpected 
appeal for some adults, even 
those without children. Two 
more soundtracks to children’s 
movies hope to have the same 


appeal. Thomas and the Magic 
Railroad Original Motion Picture 
Soundtrack (Unforscene Music) 
contains songs performed by the 
likes of Barenaked Ladies’ Steven 
Page (“He’s a Really Useful En¬ 
gine”) and Madonna’s brother- 
in-law Joe Henry (“Some Things 
Never Leave You”). Both of these 
songs are in arrangements that 
recall the classic songs from Hol¬ 
lywood movie musicals. Atomic 
Kitten’s techno version of Goffin 
& King’s “The Locomotion” 
could be the almost 40-year-old 
song’s latest Top 10 version. 

Smash Mouth’s “All Star,” 
which was already featured in a 
movie (Mystery Men) appears on 
Music from the Motion Picture 
Digimon: The Movie (Maverick), 
alongside other unlikely re¬ 
hashed tracks such as Fatboy 
Slim’s “The Rockafeller Skank,” 
Barenaked Ladies’ “One Week,” 
and The Mighty Mighty Bos- 
stones’ “The Impression that I 
Get.” This movie soundtrack 
also contains songs such as “Digi 
Rap” and “Hey Digimon,” both 
of which are also featured in the 
Digimon TV series. Consider this 
a parental advisory. 

Sound and vision 

Jazz and television apparent¬ 
ly have a relationship that goes 
back at least as far as the 1950s. 
In 1957, a group of jazz artists 
gathered together for the televi¬ 
sion show The Sound of Jazz. The 
reissued and expanded sound¬ 
track to The Sound of Jazz (Co¬ 
lumbia/Legacy) contains an al¬ 
ternate take of The Henry “Red” 
Allen All-Stars’ version of “Wild 
Man Blues.” Other jazz legends 
on the soundtrack include Billie 
Holiday with The Mai Waldron 
All-Stars, performing “Fine And 
Mellow,” The Count Basie All- 
Stars, performing “Dickie’s 
Dream,” and Jimmy Giuffre and 
Pee Wee Russell, doing “Blues.” 

More than 40 years later, ac¬ 
claimed documentary filmmak¬ 
er Ken Burns has turned his 
camera on this American musi¬ 
cal art form for his highly antic¬ 
ipated 10-part PBS series Jazz. 


The soundtrack to Jazz is avail¬ 
able in a couple of different ver¬ 
sions. The Best of Ken Burns' Jazz 
is a 20-track, single-disc package 
that covers everyone from Louis 
Armstrong, Jelly Roll Morton, 
Duke Ellington, Benny Good¬ 
man, Artie Shaw and Billie Hol¬ 
iday to Thelonious Monk, Sarah 
Vaughan, Dave Brubeck, John 
Coltrane and Miles Davis. 

The five-disc box set Ken 
Burns' Jazz: The Story of America's 
Music is remarkable for its scope, 
and succeeds in bringing every¬ 
thing up-to-date by including 
contributions by performers such 
as Cassandra Wilson, Wynton 
Marsalis, Weather Report, and 
Herbie Hancock. This sound¬ 
track gives jazz-lovers a chance to 
prepare themselves for the broad¬ 
cast of the series on PBS, begin¬ 
ning in January, 2001. T

F ilms by the Coen brothers 
Joel and Ethan have become 
cinematic events that are 
awaited with great anticipation. 
Their latest, O Brother, Where Art 
Thou?, is no exception. Homer’s 
Odyssey set in the 1930s with a 
Southern accent seems to be the 
best way to describe the Coens’ 
movie, which stars George 
Clooney, John Turturro, Holly 
Hunter and John Goodman. 

Music is essential to this film 
about escapees from a chain 
gang, and the gospel/country/ 
blues soundtrack O Brother, 
Where Art Thou? (Mercury 
Nashville) features original 
recordings from the period (“Big 
Rock Candy Mountain” by Harry 
McClintock, “Angel Band” by 
The Stanley Brothers) and new 
recordings of classics such as “I’ll 
Fly Away” (by Gillian Welch and 
Alison Krauss), “Down to the 
River to Pray” (Krauss), “Didn’t 
Leave Nobody but the Baby” 
(Emmylou Harris, Welch, and 
Krauss), “Keep on the Sunny 
Side” (The Whites), and “In the 
Highways” (Sarah, Hannah and 
Leah Peasall). Although 
Clooney’s character Everett 
Ulysses McGill is one of the 
singing Soggy Bottom Boys, his 
vocals were provided by Dan 
Tyminski of Alison Krauss and 
Union Station. Movies are, after 
all, about suspending disbelief. 
Christian Bale’s character in 


the movie American Psycho bru¬ 
tally murdered people to the 
strains of Huey Lewis and The 
News’ “Hip to be Square.” One 
can only imagine what his char¬ 
acter would have thought of 
Lewis’ acting in the movie Duets. 
Lewis sings three songs on the 
original soundtrack to Duets 
(Hollywood Records), a sound¬ 
track comprised of cover tunes 
(it’s a movie about karaoke, after 
all), the best of which is his duet 
with co-star Gwynneth Paltrow 
(yes, that Gwynneth Paltrow). 
Paltrow, who doesn’t have a bad 
voice, also performs “Bette Davis 
Eyes” solo on the soundtrack 
and “Just My Imagination (Run¬ 
ning Away with Me)” in a duet 
with Babyface. Maria Bello (of 
Coyote Ugly fame) decimates 
both “I Can’t Make You Love 
Me” and “Sweet Dreams (Are 
Made of This).” The gay angle of 
this soundtrack is that openly 
gay singer Arnold McCuller, who 
made his name as a background 
vocalist for people such as Carly 
Simon during the ’70s and ’80s, 
supplies the vocals for Andre 
Braugher’s character on the 
songs “Free Bird,” performed a 
cappella, and “Try a Little Ten¬ 
derness,” performed as a duet 
with Paul Giammatti.

Rock the 
House for AIDS 

I t’s rare in the queer community that rockers and house-heads 
mingle together amicably. The two music-entertainment forms 
clash horribly, like plaid and lycra. They generally compete fi¬ 
nancially, the rock scene having been largely shoved into dingy cel¬ 
lars and cramped quarters by a queer aesthetic favoring pumping 
house anthems ricocheting around in spectacularly lit palladiums of 
pumped up guys and/or gals. House-heads and rockers have long 
been at war over space in a city increasingly stingy with garages — 
which now must hold SUVs rather than bands — and warehouses, 
every one of which seems to be outfitted these days with a megawatt 
sound system designed for slick deejays and slicker customers. 

A temporary truce is about to be called. Everyone from both camps 
will have a chance to join together and feel one another’s pain and ec¬ 
stasy at an event called “Club AID” taking place this Saturday, Dec. 9 at 
Club Universe and King St. Garage. The idea is to create a hot party 
for the whole queer community, where rock bands, DJs, and promot¬ 
ers unite to raise funds for fight against AIDS, and to inform the club 
world about HIV/AIDS prevention safety. 

The event is the brainstorm of one of San Francisco’s most 
prominent queer-nightclub promoters, Club Universe’s Audrey 
Joseph, together with the crew from a national, nonprofit organi¬ 
zation called LIFEbeat, which is one of the music industry’s main 
torchbearers in the fight against AIDS. It’s a national nonprofit 
HIV/AIDS resource and awareness organization dedicated to ex¬ 
ercising the music world’s muscle in order to provide grants to 
community-based HIV/AIDS service organizations. 

So influential is Joseph in this town that Da Mayor Willie 
Brown has proclaimed Dec. 9 “LIFEbeat Day” in Da City. That’s 
the power of Da Queer Community at work. Though City Hall 
proclamations are pretty much a dime a dozen, every day we can 
claim as our own is more stuffing for our holiday stocking. 

The important thing is what happens with the money raised. In 
this case, all the bands and deejays are donating their time so the 
proceeds can go to LIFEbeat, which in turn will provide grants to 
local AIDS organizations in San Francisco. 

From 12 noon to 6 p.m. on the night of the big bash, King Street 
Garage is hosting a rock concert featuring music by Testament, 
The Barfeeders, The Crosstops, Bottles and Skulls, and Mack 
Truck, among others. It’s $10 w/beer & barbecue; $5 w/o beer & 
food. The location is 174 King Street. 

At 7:30 p.m. Club Universe opens its doors for a special cocktail 
party with performances by Ledisi, Jeannie Tracy, and gospel 
performers. Celebrities including Puffy, Mariah Carey, Russell Sim¬ 
mons, Jennifer Lopez and others have donated personal items for a 
silent auction to be held during the reception, with hosted bar and 
delicious edibles. Tickets are $50. It’s at 177 Townsend St. 

At 10 p.m., also at 177 Townsend St., performances begin by Pro- 
ducers/DJs Razor and Guido and local vinyl flipper DJ David Har¬ 
ness, who for more than a decade has been proving the power of house 
music to move crowds.

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Greeks bearing gifts

A mong the 20th century’s 
most notorious heterosex¬ 
ual love stories — Edward 
VIII and Wallis Warfield Simpson, 
Ingrid Bergman and Roberto 
Rossellini, Elizabeth Taylor and 
Eddie Fisher, Elizabeth Taylor and 
Richard Burton, John Lennon and 
Yoko Ono — only the one be¬ 
tween Maria Callas and Aristotle 
Onassis did not result in marriage, 
temporary or permanent. By the 
time the Greek shipping 
multi-millionaire realized that the 
most famous opera singer of the 
postwar era was the only woman 
who loved him for himself and 
not his money, he had hastily wed 
the widowed Jacqueline Kennedy 
— a decision he regretted for the 
rest of his life. This irony is wor¬ 
thy of a classic Greek tragedy by 
Euripides, something Callas and 
Onassis well understood. 

In Greek Fire: The Story of 
Maria Callas and Aristotle Onassis 
(Knopf, $26.95), Nicholas Gage 
has beautifully, sympathetically, 
but unsparingly written the defin¬ 
itive account of the two most fa¬ 
mous modern-day Hellenes. 
Scrupulously researched, and 
based on interviews with inti¬ 
mates, including Callas’ devoted 
maid Bruna Lupoli, who had never 
before publicly discussed her mis¬ 
tress, Gage’s book demolishes mis¬ 
representations by both principals 
and their biographers. He proves 
that Onassis did not force Callas to 
abort their child — the dramatic 
high point of Terrence McNally’s 
award-winning play Master Class. 


Instead, in a sensational discovery, 
he demonstrates that Callas gave 
birth to their son in 1960. Tragi¬ 
cally, the premature infant died on 
the day he was born. 

Gage, himself Greek and a for¬ 
mer New York Times correspon¬ 
dent in Athens, brings insights to 
the stories of the two principals 
that only a fellow countryman can 
offer. He recounts Onassis’ early 
life as part of the Greek Diaspora: 
his birth in Izmir (Smyrna), 
Turkey; the impact the Turkish 
persecution had on his comfort¬ 
able family; his escape to Argenti¬ 
na; and the making of his enor¬ 
mous fortune. The New 
York-born Callas’ history; her 
troubled relationship with her 
grasping mother; her wartime suf¬ 
fering in Nazi-occupied Athens; 
her early struggles and eventual 
acclaim as La Divina; the aston¬ 
ishing weight loss that trans¬ 
formed her from a coarse, obese 
soprano into a statuesque beauty; 
and the premature collapse of her 
voice are masterfully related. 

Dynasty don 

Onassis’ dynastic marriage to 
Tina Livanos, daughter of a Greek 
shipping magnate and mother of 
his two ill-fated children, is con¬ 
trasted with Callas’ passionless re¬ 
lationship with her husband, Ital¬ 
ian industrialist Giovanni Battista 
Meneghini. Gage weaves the story 
of their meeting at a soiree given 
by gossip columnist and society 
party-giver Elsa Maxwell, falling in 
love, and subsequent affair with a 
sure hand, showing how their re¬ 
spective experiences and fatalistic 
outlooks made them natural com¬ 


panions. (Maxwell had an unre¬ 
quited love for Callas and felt be¬ 
trayed when the diva cooled their 
friendship.) He confirms that 
Callas’vocal troubles predated her 
meeting Onassis, and shows how 
difficult it was for her to reconcile 
her public persona with the real 
woman. Onassis, on the other 
hand, had no such problem. 

In the most compelling part of 
the story, Gage recounts Callas’ 
emotional devastation upon 
learning Onassis was pursuing 
Jacqueline Kennedy. He offers 
compelling evidence that the 
Kennedys pushed for the marriage 
after Onassis’ initial interest wa¬ 
vered. Onassis’ misgivings became 
justified in his own mind when, 
shortly after his marriage to Mrs. 
Kennedy, he incurred some finan¬ 
cial reversals, which his son, 
daughter, and close associates 
called “The Jackie Jinx.” 

His troubles culminated with 
the tragic death of his son Alexan¬ 
der, who crashed a private plane 
he was piloting while flying to a 
wedding. Onassis’ obsessive grief 
for the boy robbed him of the will 
to live. (One of the tragic coinci¬ 
dences in this story is that Jacque¬ 
line Kennedy’s sole surviving son 
would, 26 years later, fatally crash 
a private plane he was piloting to a 
wedding. Another is that Onassis’ 
first wife, Tina, would die young 
while married to rival shipping 
magnate Stavros Niarchos. Her 
older sister, Eugenia, had been 
Niarchos’ first wife, and she, too, 
died in mysterious circumstances 
while wed to him.) 

The tragic ironies continued 
after the players’ deaths. Onassis’

daughter, Christina, died at age 
37. (Her daughter will, at 18, in¬ 
herit approximately $800 mil¬ 
lion.) Callas died in Paris in 1977, 
not a suicide as many speculated, 
but probably from a combination 
of diet and sleeping pills. Initially 
it was thought she died intestate, 
but ex-husband Meneghini pro¬ 
duced a 1954 will. Callas’ $8 mil¬ 
lion estate was divided among her 
mother (whom she detested), her 
sister (whom she had not seen in 
years, although they spoke often 


via telephone), and her ex-hus- 
band, whom she felt had exploited 
her and mismanaged her career. 

Perhaps the greatest irony is 
that Onassis would be remem¬ 
bered, if at all, as just another rich 
man had he not had a tempestu¬ 
ous, heart-breaking affair with the 
woman who transformed opera 
and whose ongoing fame as the 
greatest singing actress of the cen¬ 
tury is assured. 

Too bad Euripides isn’t writing 
today. ▼

Uncle Mame: The Life of Patrick 
Dennis by Eric Myers; St. Mar¬ 
tin's Press, $24.95 

F ew people transition from 
millionaire best-selling au¬ 
thor to butler, but that is 
precisely what Patrick Dennis did. 
Yet it is only one of a series of 
bizarre life events chronicled by 
Eric Myers in his new biography 
of Dennis entitled Uncle Mame. 
The author of Auntie Mame, Little 
Me, and 14 other bestsellers was 
born Edward Everett Tanner III in 
an upper-class suburb of Chicago. 
And although he would adopt the 
literary pseudonyms Patrick Den¬ 
nis and Virginia Rowans, from a 
very early age Mr. Tanner III was 
known to all his friends as just 
“Pat.” 

Tall and thin, young Pat was a 
disappointment to his stern father 
because of his unrestrained flam¬ 
boyance. Born in 1921, Pat reached 
sexual maturity at a time in which 
homosexuality was a disgrace nei¬ 
ther tolerated nor discussed. After 
a WWII stint in the American 
Field Services as an ambulance dri¬ 
ver, Pat returned home; had a ner¬ 
vous breakdown; attempted sui¬ 
cide; moved to Manhattan; and 
married his soulmate, the socially 
prominent Louise Stickney. After a 
series of jobs as an advertising 
copywriter, Pat began ghostwriting 
books for others. But his great suc¬ 
cess came with the publication of 
his novel, Auntie Mame. Mame 
was a fictional character, loosely 
based on several women, but pri¬ 
marily mirroring Pat’s own atti¬ 
tude toward life. 

Great success brought great 
wealth, but due to Pat’s generosity 
and his alcoholism, the money 
dwindled to nothing. Pat’s finan¬ 
cial problems were only hastened 
by his coming out of the closet via 
a disastrous affair with a costume 
designer who dumped him. He 
spent eight months in a psychi¬ 
atric hospital before he and his 
wife separated. After that, Pat lived 
several years in Mexico City as a 
socially prominent man-about- 
town before his boredom and 
poverty forced a move to Hous¬ 
ton, where he became a partner in

an art gallery. When the gallery 
failed, he began his final career as 
a butler, working incognito for 
several families, including Ray 
Kroc, founder of McDonald’s. 

What is most remarkable 
about Pat’s story is that, of the 
dozens of people interviewed for 
Eric Myers’ book, no one has an 
unkind word to say about Patrick 
Dennis. He was universally loved 
for his kindness and outrageous 
personality. But, like many closet¬ 
ed homosexuals, he became his 
own worst enemy and severest 
critic. His literary career was not 
improved by drinking bouts that 
caused Pat to do things like take 
off all his clothes at a backers’ au¬ 
dition for an unproduced musical 
he had penned. In fact, disrobing 
in public was something of a habit 
for the drunken Pat, one that cost 
him a great deal. 

Myers is not a prose stylist, but 
he is a thorough researcher and 
competent journalist. In telling the 
life of the comic novelist who may 
have invented camp, Myers em¬ 
ploys an effectively detached tone 
and lets events speak for them¬ 
selves. He uses excerpts from Pat’s 
novels, and letters to great effect, 
especially the letters between Pat 
and his son Michael. The poignan¬ 
cy of Patrick Dennis’ life emerges 
naturally from the pages of Uncle 
Mame. It is the story of a wonder¬ 
ful, almost magical human being 
who did not sufficiently value 
himself or his talent. Patrick Den¬ 
nis’ life was a banquet, yet he still 
became one of those poor suckers 
who was starving to death. T

! had one of those “we’ve found 
something and need to do 
more tests” mammograms a 
few months ago, and got to spend 
10 days assuring myself that it 
would turn out to be nothing 
(which it did), all the while won¬ 
dering just what I’d do if cancer 
were the answer. That may be part 
of the reason that I found Coming 
out of Cancer: Writings from the 
Lesbian Cancer Epidemic, edited 
by Victoria A. Brownworth (Seal, 
$14.95), so compelling a reading 
experience, but only the smallest 
part. Just thinking about some of 
the lesbians who have died of can¬ 
cer — Audre Lorde, Rachel Car- 
son, Pat Parker, Laura Nyro — 
makes clear the horrifying fact 
that epidemic is not too strong a 
word to use about lesbians and 
cancer of every kind. Ruthann 
Robson’s “not// a story” is a 
breathtaking recitative, anguished 
and angry, filled with a powerful 
sense of outrage. She insists: “I 
shall defy everyone again. If only 
for today, this bald dyke lives.” 

Don’t think, though, that Com¬ 
ing out of Cancer is unrelenting 
woe. The women represented in 
these pages have mighty tales to 
tell and vital information to im¬ 
part. Read this book, and its

courage will inspire and move 
you. Oh, yes, and make an ap¬ 
pointment for that mammogram. 

The fantasy of lesbian relation¬ 
ships that we enjoyed in the ’70s, 
of Amazons moving together 
through lives of perfect equality 
and unutterable bliss, became, 
thanks to the lesbian baby boom, 
the fantasy of perfect parents rais¬ 
ing exemplary children thanks to 
impeccable parenting skills. As 
Jess Wells explains in her Intro¬ 
duction to Home Fronts: Contro¬ 
versies in Nontraditional Parenting 
(edited by Jess Wells; Alyson, 
$12.95), “we’ve been painting a 
good face on our parenting and 


refusing to discuss our own mis¬ 
takes because we’ve had to ward 
off the cultural assumption that 
we are all bad parents. When 
under siege, no one is capable of 
self-criticism.” Home Fronts blows 
the lid off that box of secrets. 
Wells invited her contributors to 
take risks, to ask the toughest 
questions, to speak the previously 
unspeakable. One parent or 
two? What about race 
and class? What 
standing does the 
non-biological 
parent have? And 
what if she’s unfit? 

Whatever you 
think you know 
about queer par¬ 
enting, these essays will make you 
think again. 

On a humorous, but perhaps 
even more universal note, we have 
Dykes with Baggage: The Lighter 
Side of Lesbians in Therapy, edited 
by Riggin Waugh (Alyson, 
$12.95). Really, do you personally 
know a single dyke who hasn’t 
been in therapy? And if you do, 
don’t you think she should be? 
Waugh has collected essays, 
poems and short fiction (at least, I 
hope some of those pieces are fic¬ 
tion) by notable lesbians, includ¬ 
ing Leslea Newman and Julia 
Willis, as well as cartoons by such 
dyke icons as Alison Bechdel, Kris

Kovick, and T.O. Sylvester. The re¬ 
sult provides plenty of laughs, and 
even more topics to obsess about 
with your shrink.

Anyone old 
enough to remember the Swine 
Flu scare that helped to torpedo 
Gerald Ford’s reelection hopes 
will find Kolata’s explication of 
that public relations disaster espe¬ 
cially interesting.

songs by Jeffrey Stock and Susan 
Birkenhead hopscotch among 
styles (Is this Once Upon a Mat¬ 
tress or The Scarlet Pimpernel or 
Kiss Me, Kate or A Little Night 
Music?), while the meandering 
sentiments of the more serious 
ballads can leave a listener strug¬ 
gling to stay connected.

INDICATIONS AND USAGE 

ZERIT® (stavudine), in combination with other antiretroviral agents, is indi¬ 
cated for the treatment of HIV-1 infection (see CLINICAL STUDIES). 

CLINICAL STUDIES 

Combination Therapy: The combination use of ZERIT is based on the results of clin¬ 
ical studies in HIV-infected patients in double- and triple-combination regimens with 
other antiretroviral agents. 

One of these studies (START 1 \) was a multicenter, randomized, open-label 
study comparing ZERIT (40 mg BID) plus lamivudine plus indinavir to zidovudine 
plus lamivudine plus indinavir in 202 treatment-naive patients. Both regimens 
resulted in a similar magnitude of inhibition of HIV RNA levels and increases in CD4 
cell counts through 48 weeks. 

Monotherapy: The efficacy of ZERIT was demonstrated in a randomized, double¬ 
blind study (AI455-019, conducted 1992-1994) comparing ZERIT with zidovudine 
in 822 patients with a spectrum of HIV-related symptoms. The outcome in terms 
of progression of HIV disease and death was similar for both drugs. 

CONTRAINDICATIONS 

ZERIT is contraindicated in patients with clinically significant hypersensitivity to stavu¬ 
dine or to any of the components contained in the formulation. 

WARNINGS 

1. Lactic Acidosis/Severe Hepatomegaly with Steatosis: Lactic acidosis and 
severe hepatomegaly with steatosis, including fatal cases, have been reported 
with the use of nucleoside analogues alone or in combination, including stavu¬ 
dine and other antiretrovirals. A majority of these cases have been in women. Obesity 
and prolonged nucleoside exposure may be risk factors. Particular caution should 
be exercised when administering ZERIT to any patient with known risk factors for 
liver disease; however, cases have also been reported in patients with no known 
risk factors. Treatment with ZERIT should be suspended in any patient who develops 
clinical or laboratoiy findings suggestive of lactic acidosis or pronounced hepato- 
toxicity (which may include hepatomegaly and steatosis even in the absence of marked 
transaminase elevations). 

2. Peripheral Neuropathy: Peripheral neuropathy, manifested by numbness, 
tingling, or pain in the hands or feet, has been reported in patients receiving ZERIT 
therapy. Peripheral neuropathy has occurred more frequently in patients with 
advanced HIV disease, a history of neuropathy, or concurrent neurotoxic drug 
therapy, including didanosine (see ADVERSE REACTIONS). 

PRECAUTIONS 

Information for Patients: Patients should be informed that an important toxicity of 
ZERIT is peripheral neuropathy. Patients should be aware that peripheral neuropathy 
is manifested by numbness, tingling, or pain in hands or feet, ana that these symp¬ 
toms should be reported to their physicians. Patients should be counseled that peripheral 
neuropathy occurs with greatest frequency in patients who have advanced HIV 
disease or a history of peripheral neuropathy, and that dose modification and/or discon¬ 
tinuation of ZERIT may be required if toxicity develops. 

Caregivers of young children receiving ZERIT therapy should be instructed 
regarding detection and reporting of peripheral neuropathy. 

Patients should be informed that when ZERIT is used in combination with other 
agents with similar toxicities, the incidence of adverse events may be higher than 
when ZERIT is used alone. These patients should be followed closely. 

Patients should be informed that ZERIT is not a cure for HIV infection, and that 
they may continue to acquire illnesses associated with HIV infection, including 
opportunistic infections. Patients should be advised to remain under the care of a 
physician when using ZERIT. They should be advised that ZERIT therapy has not 
been shown to reduce the risk of transmission of HIV to others through sexual contact 
or blood contamination. Patients should be informed that the long-term effects of 
ZERIT are unknown at this time. 

Patients should be informed that the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention 
(CDC) recommend that HIV-infected mothers not nurse newborn infants to reduce 
the risk of postnatal transmission of HIV infection. 

Drug Interactions: Zidovudine may competitively inhibit the intracellular phos¬ 
phorylation of stavudine. Therefore, use of zidovudine in combination with ZERIT 
is not recommended. (See CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY.) 

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility: In 2-year carcino¬ 
genicity studies in mice and rats, stavudine was noncarcinogenic at doses which 
produced exposures (AUC) 39 and 168 times, respectively, human exposure at the 
recommended clinical dose. Benign and malignant liver tumors in mice and rats and 
malignant urinary bladder tumors in male rats occurred at levels of exposure 250 
(mice) and 732 (rats) times human exposure at the recommended clinical dose. 

Stavudine was not mutagenic in the Ames, £ coli reverse mutation, or the 
CHO/HGPRT mammalian cell forward gene mutation assays, with and without 
metabolic activation. Stavudine produced positive results in the in vitro human 
lymphocyte clastogenesis and mouse fibroblast assays, and in the in vivo mouse 
micronucleus test. In the in vitro assays, stavudine elevated the frequency of chro¬ 
mosome aberrations in human lymphocytes (concentrations of 25 to 250 pg/mL, 
without metabolic activation) and increased the frequency of transformed foci in 
mouse fibroblast cells (concentrations of 25 to 2500 pg/mL, with and without 
metabolic activation). In the in vivo micronucleus assay, stavudine was clasto- 
genic in bone marrow cells following oral stavudine administration to mice at 
dosages of 600 to 2000 mg/kg/day for 3 days. 

No evidence of impaired fertility was seen in rats with exposures (based on 
Cmax) up to 216 times that observed following a clinical dosage of 1 mg/kg/day. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy “Category C”. Reproduction studies have been performed 
in rats and rabbits with exposures (based on C m3X ) up to 399 and 183 times, 
respectively, of that seen at a clinical dosage of 1 mg/kg/day and have revealed no 
evidence of teratogenicity. The incidence in fetuses of a common skeletal variation, 
unossified or incomplete ossification of stemebra, was increased in rats at 399 times 
human exposure, while no effect was observed at 216 times human exposure. A 
slight post-implantation loss was noted at 216 times the human exposure with 
no effect noted at approximately 135 times the human exposure. An increase in early 
rat neonatal mortality (birth to 4 days of age) occurred at 399 times the human expo¬ 
sure, while survival of neonates was unaffected at approximately 135 times the human 
exposure. A study in rats showed that stavudine is transferred to the fetus through 
the placenta. The concentration in fetal tissue was approximately one-half the 
concentration in maternal plasma. There are no adequate and well-controlled 
studies in pregnant women. Because animal reproduction studies are not always 
predictive of human response, stavudine should be used during pregnancy only if 
clearly needed. 

Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry: To monitor maternal-fetal outcomes of preg¬ 
nant women exposed to stavudine and other antiretroviral agents, an Antiretroviral 
Pregnancy Registry has been established. Physicians are encouraged to register patients 
by calling (800) 258-4263. 

Nursing Mothers: Studies in lactating rats demonstrated that stavudine is 
excreted in milk. Although it is not known whether stavudine is excreted in human 
milk, there exists the potential for adverse effects from stavudine in nursing infants. 
Mothers should be instructed to discontinue nursing if they are receiving stavudine. 
This instruction is consistent with the Centers for Disease Control recommenda¬ 
tion that HIV-infected mothers not breast-feed their infants to avoid risking postnatal 
transmission of HIV infection. 

Pediatric Use: Use of stavudine in pediatric patients is supported by evidence 
from adequate and well-controlled studies of stavudine in adults with additional phar¬ 
macokinetic and safety data in pediatric patients. 

Adverse events that were reported to occur in 105 pediatric patients receiving 


ZERIT (stavudine) 2 mg/kg/day for a median of 6.4 months in study ACTG 240 were 
generally similar to those reported in adftlts. 

Stavudine pharmacokinetics have been evaluated in 25 HIV-infected pediatric patients 
ranging in age from 5 weeks to 15 years and in weight from 2 to 43 kg after I.V. 
or oral administration of single doses and BID regimens (see CLINICAL PHAR¬ 
MACOLOGY, Table 1 in full prescribing information). 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

Adults: ZERIT therapy has been associated with peripheral neuropathy, which can 
be severe, is dose related, and occurs more frequently in patients being treated with 
neurotoxic drug therapy, including didanosine, in patients with advanced HIV infec¬ 
tion, or in patients who have previously experienced peripheral neuropathy. 

Patients should be monitored for the development of neuropathy, which is 
usually manifested by numbness, tingling, or pain in the feet or hands. Stavudine- 
related peripheral neuropathy may resolve if therapy is withdrawn promptly. In some 
cases, symptoms may worsen temporarily following discontinuation of therapy. 
If symptoms resolve completely, patients may tolerate resumption of treatment at 
one-half the dose (see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION). If neuropathy recurs after 
resumption of ZERIT, permanent discontinuation of ZERIT should be considered. 

When ZERIT is used in combination with other agents with similar toxicities, the 
incidence of adverse events may be higher than when ZERIT is used alone. Patients 
treated with ZERIT in combination with didanosine may be at increased risk for adverse 
events such as pancreatitis, peripheral neuropathy, and liver function abnormali¬ 
ties. (See WARNINGS and PRECAUTIONS). 

Selected clinical events that occurred in adult patients receiving ZERIT in a 
controlled monotherapy trial (Study AI455-019) are provided in Table 1.

Observed During Clinical Practice: The following events have been identified during 
post-approval use of ZERIT (stavudine). Because they are reported voluntarily 
from a population of unknown size, estimates of frequency cannot be made. These 
events have been chosen for inclusion due to their seriousness, frequency of 
reporting, causal connection to ZERIT, or a combination of these factors. 

Body as a Whole- abdominal pain, allergic reaction, and chills/fever. 

Digestive Disorders- anorexia. 

Hematologic Disorders- anemia, leukopenia, and thrombocytopenia. 

Liver- lactic acidosis and hepatic steatosis (see WARNINGS), hepatitis and 
liver failure. 

Musculoskeletal- myalgia. 

Nervous- insomnia. 

Pediatric Patients: Adverse reactions and serious laboratory abnormalities in pedi¬ 
atric patients were similar in type and frequency to those seen in adult patients. 

OVERDOSAGE 

Experience with adults treated with 12 to 24 times the recommended daily dosage 
revealed no acute toxicity. Complications of chronic overdosage include peripheral 
neuropathy and hepatic toxicity. Stavudine can be removed by hemodialysis; the 
mean ± SD hemodialysis clearance of stavudine is 120 ± 18 mL/min. Whether 
stavudine is eliminated by peritoneal dialysis has not been studied. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

The interval between doses of ZERIT should be 12 hours. ZERIT may be taken 
without regard to meals. 

Adults: The recommended dose based on body weight is as follows: 

40 mg twice daily for patients >60 kg. 

30 mg twice daily for patients <60 kg. 

Pediatrics: The recommended dose for pediatric patients weighing less than 30 
kg is 1 mg/kg/dose, given every 12 hours. Pediatric patients weighing 30 kg or greater 
should receive the recommended adult dosage. 

Dosage Adjustment: Patients should be monitored for the development of 
peripheral neuropathy, which is usually manifested by numbness, tingling, or pain 
in the feet or hands. These symptoms may be difficult to detect in young children 
(see WARNINGS). If these symptoms develop during treatment, stavudine therapy 
should be interrupted. Symptoms may resolve if therapy is withdrawn promptly. 
In some cases, symptoms may worsen temporarily following discontinuation of therapy. 
If symptoms resolve completely, patients may tolerate resumption of treatment at 
one-half the recommended dose. 

20 mg twice daily for patients >60 kg. 

15 mg twice daily for patients <60 kg. 

If neuropathy recurs after resumption of ZERIT, permanent discontinuation of 
ZERIT should be considered. 

Renal Impairment- ZERIT may be administered to adult patients with impaired 
renal function with adjustment in dose as shown in Table 6.

Since urinary excretion is also a major route of elimination of stavudine in pedi¬ 
atric patients, the clearance of stavudine may be altered in children with renal 
impairment. Although there are insufficient data to recommend a specific dose 
adjustment of ZERIT in this patient population, a reduction in the dose and/or an 
increase in the interval between doses should be considered. 

Hemodialysis Patients- The recommended dose is 20 mg every 24 hours 
(>60 kg) or 15 mg every 24 hours (<60 kg), administered after the completion 
of hemodialysis and at the same time of day on non-dialysis days. 

Method of Preparation: 

ZERIT (stavudine) for Oral Solution 

Prior to dispensing, the pharmacist must constitute the dry powder with puri¬ 
fied water to a concentration of 1 mg stavudine per mL of solution, as follows: 

1. Add 202 mL of purified water to the container. 

2. Shake container vigorously until the powder dissolves completely. Constitution 
in this way produces 200 mL (deliverable volume) of 1 mg/mL stavudine solution. 
The solution may appear slightly hazy. 

3. Dispense solution in original container with measuring cup provided. Instruct 
patient to shake the container vigorously prior to measuring each dose and to 
store the tightly closed container in a refrigerator, 36° to 46°F (2° to 8°C). Discard 
any unused portion after 30 days.

writes about be¬ 
coming a porn star 
as a drag queen 
under the tutelage of 
famed porn director 
Chi Chi LaRue.

Paul Fleis¬ 
cher, for example, takes on the 
topic of “men who molest chil¬ 
dren” from the perspective of a 
therapist. It’s a difficult topic, but 
Fleischer addresses it humanely. 
Justin Chin’s highly charged story 
“Need,” in which the narrator has 
sex with a racist skinhead, explores 
the weird realm of racism and 
race-fetishism. 

Male Lust certainly presents a 
wide range of viewpoints, and as 
Kay notes in his introduction, it 
“highlights the extreme diversity 
of male desire,” rather than cata¬ 
loguing and defining it. While the 
quality of the writing itself is un¬ 
even, it is a thoughtful anthology 
that does not shrink from taking 
on a difficult subject and giving 
voice to those who don’t often 
have an opportunity to speak. ▼ 


the complexities of their sexual 
experiences,” he writes. He hopes 
to break through the “noisy si¬ 
lence” that constitutes main¬ 
stream depictions of male sexual¬ 
ity, and to challenge the “domi¬ 
nant images of men as unemo¬ 
tional sexual predators.” 

Strangely, the strident, even 
militant “fight the power” tone of

While it is true that 
there are many marginalized as¬ 
pects of male sexuality that have 
not always had a voice in the 
mainstream culture, this is cer¬ 
tainly changing.

Male Lust: Pleasure, Power, and 
Transformation, edited by Kerwin 
Kay, Jill Nagle, and Baruch Gold;

M ale Lust has to be one of 
the most comprehensive 
anthologies on the topic 
of male sexuality ever published. 
It brings together a wide array of 
viewpoints on a broad range of 
topics related to how men define 
themselves sexually, and how men 
relate sexually to both men and 
women. The editors have includ¬ 
ed contributions from both gay 
and straight, as well as from fe¬ 
male and transgendered writers. 

In his introduction to the col¬ 
lection, editor Kerwin Kay 
promises to provide a healthy al¬ 
ternative to the depictions of male 
sexuality offered in the culture at 
large. “While mainstream pornog¬ 
raphy and popular culture offer 
numerous representations of male 
sexuality, the images offer little 
benefit — and much distraction 
— for men who need to explore 


anachronistic. While it 
is true that the “straight 
white male” has tradi¬ 
tionally occupied a 
place of privilege in 
American culture, that 
throne of privilege has 
clearly, and rightly, 
been challenged in re¬ 
cent years by the as¬ 
cendancy of other 
voices. The field of 
publishing, for exam¬ 
ple, has seen a steady 
influx of gay and mi¬ 
nority writers in the 
last two decades. Even 
television sitcoms, 
never an arena for 
enlightened social 
discourse, have ex¬ 
hibited a new will¬ 
ingness to depict gay 
characters and “non- 
traditional” families 
(Will & Grace and 
Normal, Ohio are 
just two examples). 

In this climate, 
Kay’s description of 
the mainstream 
media’s dominant

thing of beauty is a boy for- 
j x ever.” That’s not only my fa¬ 
ir m vorite line of poetry, but 
surely the truest. What a surprise it 
was, then, attending Handel’s 
Semele at the opera last week, to 
encounter the beguiling verse of 
William Congreve, and to hear him 
trump my erstwhile beloved senti¬ 
ment with this gladdening apos¬ 
trophe to the grandest emotion of 
all: “Love, that everlasting Boy.” 

Flush with the simple, en¬ 
thralling beauty of this thought, I 
rushed into the embrace of the 
newest video from Studio 2000. 
Wouldn’t you know, but their very 
specialty is just such everlasting 
lads, and most especially, those 
who hover just on the cusp: Boys 
Into Men. Their newest video, 
Now and Forever, is a somewhat 
farfetched but nonetheless sexual¬ 
ly stimulating tale that begins as a 
group of young adults are cele¬ 
brating a peculiar rite of passage: 
the first promotion of a friend, to 
his own office. 

Hardly a tale of big business, 
however, Now and Forever is a 
time-traveling potboiler in which 
our young exec, through some 
plotting that defies my ability to 
synopsize, realizes that he’s 
been separated from his 
lover who lives in the 1940s, 
and learns how to jump 
back into the past for a 
passionate reunion with 
the lad. The screenwrit¬ 
ers, though oblivious to 
the film’s dawdling pace, 
were obvi¬ 
ously 

aware of 
the plot’s 
sprawling loopholes, and have 
tried to ease our incredulity by 
having one character describe the 
circumstances as “an overly ro¬ 
mantic science fiction fantasy.” 

And though the story does en¬ 
courage romantic performances 
from its players, what it does most 
successfully is take up a lot of 
time: nearly one-third of the not- 
quite 90-minute movie is taken up 
with plot. Sluggishly paced and 
unconvincingly acted, this is time 
which could have been devoted to 
the sex scenes. There are only four 
in Now and Forever, and while the 
opening and closing are choice, 
the middle two have been so trun¬ 
cated that the delectable potential 
of their performers isn’t fulfilled. 

Tartar sauce 

The young executive is played 
by Travis Wade, a famously sturdy 
lad with a famously great big cock 
and an almost pudgy face that re¬ 
veals its true beauty only when he 
fucks. Then he becomes an en- 


flamed Tartar — his nostrils flare 
and his cheekbones slash. He’s 
brilliantly partnered in both his 
scenes. In the first, his contempo¬ 
rary lover is played by masculine 
bodybuilder Steve Cassidy, who’s 
one solidly stuffed 
sausage, with the typi¬ 
cally fabulous mus¬ 
cle-hunk boner prod¬ 
ding out from its 
# nest deep between 
bulging thighs and 
bulwark abdomen. 
What a lush bottoming 
he pro¬ 
vides. 

Wade’s 
past lover 
is portrayed by lanky newcomer 
Troy Michaels, a fair-haired lad 
whose cock is one of those mam¬ 
moth floppy numbers that sur¬ 
prise by getting stand-up hard. It 
rivals Wade’s for both size and 
heft, while lacking Wade’s slight 
curvature — it’s a Washington 
Monument of cream-colored 
meat, making this couple’s ro¬ 
mantic idyll a clash of the titans. 

In-between these two all-star 
sequences come two which are 
equally satisfyingly cast, with only 
their comparative brevity a disap¬ 
pointment. An especial treat is the 
fucking of Trevor Halston, yet an¬ 
other heavy-hung bottom. I love 
seeing guys with big dicks get 
banged, and the energetic Halston < 
provides some major thrills as he 
flops his mighty meat around 
while riding the equally big dick of 
his foreskinned fuckbuddy, Nick 
Young. I tell ya, Studio 2000 
shoulda skipped the plot and just 
called this one “Big-Dicked Bot¬ 
toms Won’tcha Come Out 


Tonight.” 

That could also be the theme 
of several other choice Studio

which provides improved sound 
and picture, as well as some added 
bonuses like backstage glimpses of 
the guys filming. Getting Straight 
is the amusing tale of some young 
gay boys jumping each other’s 
bones in a halfway house where 
they’ve been sent to “recuperate” 
from having heterosexual parents. 
The graceful slow-motion of 
DVD makes a horny ballet of the 
impressive fuck with which star 
Troy Donovan nearly splinters his 
slender partner. Grease Guns is 
impressive for the nonstop action 
of an all-star cast which includes 
Chip Daniels, Aidan Shaw, Don¬ 
nie Russo and Cody Foster, with 
Sean Davis delivering a thrilling 
ride on a double-wide dildo to an 
enthusiastic and heavy-hung Dave 
Logan.

World’s end 


Most of the stories stretch be¬ 
yond the gay ghetto to show gay 
men, both singles and couples, 
relating to the world at large with 
varying degrees of success. Sever¬ 
al of the stories deal with the 
AIDS crisis, the most effective 
being “Exterior Decoration.” This 
story builds slowly to a heart¬ 
breaking and surprising conclu¬ 
sion from a highly comedic 
premise: an AIDS patient takes it 
upon himself to paint and land¬ 
scape his neighbors’ homes under 
cover of darkness, without their 
permission.

It is im¬ 
possible to fault Cooper for his 
technically sophisticated writing 
and originality. Each of the sto¬ 
ries holds the reader’s interest, 
but as a collection, the book does 
nbt hit a home run. Part of the 
problem may be the leitmotif of 
despair that is a persistent under¬ 
current in these stories. Guess 
Again is a respectable work, but
